ron’s Criticisms of the Adminis- 
tration—The Recent Bond Sale 


Provokes a Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—An attack upon 
the Administration to-day in the Senate 
provoked the liveliest discussion of the 
present session and gave Mr. Hill an op- 
portunity to sound a rallying cry for the 
Democrats who are determined that the 


party shall not be committed to the silver 
heresy. What he said in reply to the vocif- 
eprous and profane deliverance of Tillman, 
the South Carolina demagogue, deserves 


the consideration of every thinking Demo- | 


crat in the country. 

Tillman set out to arraign the Admin- 
‘stration, alleging an unlawful sale of bonds, 
and unwisely included the New-Yerk Sena- 
tor in his wholesale denunciation. 

The criticism leveled at Mr. Hill when 
he first took the: floor to reply, that he 
ought not to dignify the statements of Till- 
man with a rejoinder, was silenced when 
it was seen to what good uses he put the 
utterances of the self-satisfied demagogue. 
Zo his caustic thrusts is due the declara- 
tien by Tillman that, if the Democratic 
Convention shall refuse to recognize sil- 
er, he will leave the Democratic Party. 

Tillman had hinted as much before, but 
his statement to-day was unequivocal, and 
was hailed with delight by many who real- 
ize how much better off the party would 
be if men of his stamp wouid make good 
their threats and carry their grievances 
elscwhere. 

As Tillman previously had expressed his 
contempt for the Populists in terms which 
vould not be misunderstood, the only in- 
ference to be drawn from his remarks is 
that he contemplates forming a party of 
his own. 

To most of those who listened to his 
tirade it became evident that he cherished 
the hope that the free-coinage Democrats 
will withdraw from the party in case the 
silver movement shall be defeated at Chi- 
cago, and nominate him for President on a 
free-coinage platform. In the language of 
the South Carolinian, it is “sixteen to one 
or bust.”’ so far as he is concerned, and 
he assumes to speak for the Democratic 
Party of South Carolina. 

With the confidence of a dictator he as- 
Berted that he could place the vote of 
South Carolina where he desired, and 
taunted the New-York Senator with his 
inability to so control the Democratic vote 
of New-York. His speech was in most 
respects a repetition of the one he made 
early in the session on the same general 
lines. It was marked by many coarse ex- 


pressions and an utter contempt for the 
usages of the Senate. His references to 
Mr. Sherman were made in such savage 
tones that the friends of that gentleman 
were very indignant, and at one time it 
looked as if he would be called to order. 
Mr. Sherman refused absolutely to be 
grawn into the debate. 

Mr. Hill was quick to see the fatal dis- 
crepancies in the argument of the dema- 
geogue, and it is generally admitted that he 
took full advantage of them. 

The chamber filled rapidly when it be- 
came known that Tillman had the floor. 
Many Representatives were attracted from 
the House, and they remained throughout 
the war of words. The galleries at one 
time were filled to overflowing. Many of 
the quaint illustrations made by Tillman 
Were greeted with laughter. It was notice- 
able that most of the Democratic op- 
ponents of the Administration gave him 
close attention. Gorman, Vest, Blackburn, 
and others laughed outright at many of 
his statements. Tillman had declared that 
he wanted the’ Government to isgue at 
Jeast $1,000,000,000 in greenbacks. Almost 
in the same breath he had denounced John 
Sherman for being in league with the 
President and Secretary Carlisle. 

Mr. Hill set the Senate in a roar by show- 
ing, by reference to a recent speech by 
Mr. Sherman, that the Ohio and South 
Carolina Senators stood together in their 
opposition to the retirement of the green- 
backs. 

During the first hour that Mr. Hill held 
the floor there was a constant interchange 
of questions and replies between him and 
Tillman. Finally Allen of Nebraska was 
drawn into the discussion, and then Stew- 
art of Nevada took a hand. At one time 
Allen, Tillman, and Stewart were each 
endeavoring to get a statement from Mr. 
Hill. Mr. Allen retired from the contest 
with several severe contusions, and Mr. 
Stewart was too angry to talk intelligently. 

Mr. Hill is at his best in a give-and-take 
encounter of this kind. .Toward the close 
of his speech he was not interrupted, and 
it was then that he sounded a warning to 
the National Democracy. He directed at- 
tention to the Tillman idea that the people 
may be made rich by legislation, and 
showed how utterly farcical] it is. The Dem- 
oeratic Party was not a party with one 
idea, he insisted, and they were not good 
Democrats who would go to Chicago de- 
termined that if silver was not rut in the 
platform they would bolt. The evi results 
of the split of 1860 were held up as a warn- 


ing. 

Fhere was the ring of prophecy in what 
Mr. Hill said about the probabie attitude 
of the convention, which. taken in connec- 
tion with the action of the Michigan Dem- 
ocrats yesterday, has gven fresh hope to 
the sound-money Democrats here. as it 
ought to encourage sound-money Democrats 
gall over the country. : 

Tiliman’s speech was made in the course 
of the discussion of the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill Leaving the question of ships, 
Mr. Tillman said he would follow the prece- 
dents set in the discussion and talk of the 
financial question. 

Mr. Tillman declared that Mr. Cleveland 
had no financial policy, except that of 
Senator Sherman, and said that Secretary 
Carlisle and Sentor Sherman had exactly 
the same notions Whenever he mentioned 
Carlisle he meant Sherman, for they were 
interchangeable, except that the one was 
honest to his friends, the bankers, while 
the other had proved treacherous to his 
party. c 

No one, Mr. Tillman continued, had the 
@lightest idea that the Democrats would 
win in the next election. On the one side 
were Cleveland and Carlisle and Sherman, 
and on the other side were Jackson, Jeffer- 
son. and Lincoln. He continued: : 

The Senator from New-York asked me what I 
fas going to do with South Carolina at Chicago 

will say this to him: I expect to go to Chicago 

a delegate to the National Convention. I ex- 
pect&to do my level best as a Democrat to keep 
my party back out of the woods of Republican- 
ism, arid to throw off all the slough and rotten- 
Mess that it has accumulated during the last 
three years. But if boodle is to win at Chicago, 
then I am willing to take my hat and bid’ the 
Senator from New-York, and all like him, a long 
farewell. 

This sentence was delivered in such a 
ludicrous manner as to provoke a general 
laugh throughout the chamber. 

r. Hill spoke of Mr. Tillman’s speech as 
a remarkable performance, which did not 
call for any special reply from him. It 
would have been wiser, perhaps, when that 
Senator gave to the Senate and to the 
eountry the spectacle which he did the last 
time he spoke, never to allude to anything 
he said. Possibly he (Mr. Hill) erred to- 
day in noticing some of his suggestions. 

Mr. Hili said he was not going to proph- 
esy in these troublous political times. He 


added: 

We are changing rapidly day by day. The pres- 
ent political campaign is unprecedented in both 
parties. There has been a cyclone sweeping 
tlvrough the country in Republican circles which 
all its leading statesmen have been unable to

Mr. Fill went on to speak of the regular 
Democracy of the State of New-York, and 
said that it could not be charged with re- 
sponsibility for the nomination of Mr. 
Cleveland in 1892. He said: 

I recollect that State after State in the South 
instructed its delegates for free silver and 
Grover Cleveland. They have not got free silver; 
but they got Mr. Cleveland. The regular Democ- 
racy of New-York protested against it; but after 
the nomination was made, loyal Democrats as 
they are, they went back, and I joined them in 
giving New-York again to the Democratic column. 
And, Sir no matter what may be in store for us 
in the next campaign, come victory or defeat, 
come sunshine or shadow, some weal or woe, I 
will be found. again in behalf of whoever may be 
the Democratic candidate—and in behalf of what- 
ever may be the National Democratic platform. 

From this point, and for two hours longer, 
the discussion continued in the same ex- 
cited style, Mr. Tillman very frequently 
breaking in with his caustic remarks, and 
Mr. Hill retorting. in kind. At last the pre- 
siding officer (Mr. Frye) insisted on the 
observance of the rule that a Senator who 
desired to interrupt should first address 
the Chair. 4 

Speaking of the Chicago Convention, Mr. 
Hill said: 

I will go there with my party. I will go there 
expecting to speak my sentiments, and to abide 
by the result when the convention shall be ended. 

Then he said, in another connection: 

While we are washing Democratic linen. we 
might as well wash it out. 

In connection with the Chicago Conven- 
tion, he added. 

I am not pledged.either to the head of this Ad- 
ministration o: te ‘sy member of it who may 
be a candidate fos/public position. While the 
Secretary of the Treasury is an able, thoroughly 
honest, and competent man, and one who has 
refiected honor on the section of country which 
he represents, I think that he made a mistake 
in his contest before the Kentucky Legislature 
against the re-election of Senator Blackburn, 
who was the nominee of his party caucus. : 

Mr. Hill alluded to Mr. Tillman’s attack 
upon the President, because, he said, he 
had vetoed pension bills for deserters or 
tramps, and he added: 

In my humble judgment he is not a candidate 
for-re-election. Why trouble ourselves in regard 
to him? Let us not quarrel among ourselves. 
We should pursue this policy. In essentials, 
unity; in non-essentials, liberty; in all things 
charity. 

Mr. Hill closed his speech with these 
words, amid applause. The debate had 
lasted the whole ye 4 and up to 5:30. Mr. 
Hale, (Rep., Me.,) in charge of the bill, 
suggested that the session be continued till 
7 o’clock, or that there be an evening ses- 
sion, but he accepted a counter offer by 
Mr. Gorman, that the final vote on the 
Naval Appropriation bill shall be taken be- 
fore’ adjournment to-morrow, and with that 
understanding the Senate adjourned till to- 
morrow. 


YALE WINS THE HARVARD DEBATE. 





A Permanent Court of Arbitration 
Should Be Established. 


NEW-HAVEN, May 1.—The annual Yale- 
Harvard debate was held to-night in the 
College Street Hall, at Yale, and was won 
by Yale. The debate was close, the points 
of Harvard, upon which fell the burden of 
proof, being sharply combated by Yale. 
It was not an oratorical dispiay, but an 
instance of argumentative horn-locking, 
where every inch of ground was stubbornly 
contested, and was by far the highest 
standard of ali debates ever held by the 
two universities. 

The hall was crowded, and speakers of 
both sides were heartily and impartially 
applauded. Prof. Edward J. Phelps of the 
Yale Law School, ex-Minister to Great 
Britain, presided, and, in opening the de- 
bate, simply read the question and intro- 
duced the speakers. The subject of the de- 
bate was: ; : 

Resolv That a Permanent Court of Arbritra- 
tion should be established between the United 
States and Great Britain. 

Harvard opened the debate, championing 
the negative. The Harvard speakers were 
Frank R. Steward of Montana, Adolphe 
M. Sayre, Washington, D. C., and W. B. 
Parker of Nebraska. Yale’s debaters, in 
the affirmative, were Roger Sherman Bald- 
win of New-York, Walter H. Clark of Hart- 
ford, Conn., and Anson P. Stokes of New- 
York. Each speaker had twelve min- 
utes in opening and five minutes for re- 
buttal. At the conclusion of the debate 
the judges retired, and, after a consulta- 
tion of three minutes, Elihu Root, as spokes- 
man, commended the debaters on the ex- 
cellence of their arguments. 

However much we would have been 
glad to give the debate to Harvard,” 
he said, ‘‘the judges have unanimously 
decided that Yale—’’ 

But his speech was never finished. The 
audience rose to its feet as one .man, and 
cheered like mad. President Dwight, who 
was in the audience, cheered wildly. The 
debaters were fairly hugged by their fel- 
low-students. 

The judges were Elihu Root of New- 
York, Walter H. Page of Boston, editor of 
The Atlantic Monthly, and Albert Shaw, 
editor of The Review of Reviews. A ban- 
quet was given the Harvard visitors and 
a few invite] guests after the debate. 
Thomas Thatcher of New-York presided. 
Harvard was represented by Prof. W. W. 
Taussig. 


BOOTH-TUCKER LEAVES FOR WEST, 





His Wife Here—Salvation 
Property 


To Bring 


Army Transferred, 


Commander Booth-Tucker of the Salva- 
tion Army left for California last evening. 
He will remain in that State two or three 
days only. He goes there for his wife, 
who will return to this city with him..- 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker, who was in such im- 
paired health that she was compelled to 
eancel some of her engagements, is now 
much improved. 

An important announcement to the Salva- 
tionists and their friends was made by 
Brigadier Robert Perry last night. He 
said: 

“Just before Commander Booth-Tucker 
departed for the West to-day, Commander 
Ballington Booth of the American Volun- 
teers formally transferred to us all the 
property of the Salvation Army in the 
United States. There was no friction in 
the matter at all. The preliminary legal 
steps and other preparations for the actual 
transfer had been going on for some time, 
and all that was necessary to-day was to 
go through with the formality that com- 
pleted that transaction. 

“The property includes the Fourteenth 
Street headquarters building, and every 
other item of property which stood in the 
name of Ballington Booth, and was ac- 
quired by the Salvation Army, of which 
he was formerly Commander. Commander 
Ballington Booth made no objection to 
signing over the property.” 





Justice Keogh to Try Policemen. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
has assigned Justice Martin J. Keogh of the 
Second Department to preside in the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court during the month 
of May, beginning on the second Monday. ° The 
trials of pelicemen under indictment for bribery 
will be taken up. The first trial will be that 
of Police Captain Slebert. Then will follow the 
trials of ex-Capts. Carpenter and Killilea, Ward 
Man Glennon, Capt. Price, and of ex-Superin- 
tendent Brady of the Building Department. The 
trial of Mrs. Mary Alice Almont Fleming, on a 
charge of poisoning her mother, Mrs. Evelyn 
Bliss, will probably take place in the Court of 
General Sessions early in May. No date has yet 
been fixed, ; 





Naval Hydrographic Forecast. 


WASHINGTON,, May 1.—The Naval Hydro- 
graphic Office issues the following forecast for the 
North Atlantic Ocean during May: ‘“ Fair 
weather generally over the North Atlantic, with 
eccasional gales near the American coast and 
along the transatlantic steamship routes north 
of the fortieth parallel. Considerable increase in 
fog on the Grand Banks and westward to the 
American coast. Icebergs east and southeast 
of Newfoundland as far south as 41 degrees 
north. The northeast trades will begin to extend 
further north.”’

NOT YET WILLING T0 YIELD 





THE ANTI-McKINLEY COMBINE STILL 
FULL OF FIGHT. 


They Do Not Concede that the Ohio 
Candidate’s Is As- 
sured—Cullom’s Friends Continue 
to Say that He Is “in the Race ”— 
Manley “Doing Business at the 


Nomination 


Old Stand *"—A Conference in the. 


Senate Chamber. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—There is life left in 
the opposition to McKinley, notwithstanding 
the depressing effect of the action of the 
Illinois Convention. Mr. Cullom’s friends 
are not prepared to admit that he is out of 
the race, and Mr. Manley says that he will 


get out his usual Sunday night statement. 
It will be looked for with rather more than 
the usual interest, and there is no sort of 
doubt that it will contrast strikingly with 
the McKinley statement that will appear 
Sunday morning. 

There are yet thirteen States to hold con- 
ventions. The California Convention will be 
held May 5, that in Indiana May 7, that in 
Michigan on the same day, and those in 
Nevada, West Virginia, Mcntana, Missouri, 
Delaware, Colorado, Washington, Idaho, 
Wyoming, and North Carolina on days 
thereafter, that in North Carolina being 
held on May 17. The Reed men do not 
count confidently upon great gains for the 
opposition in any of those States. Reed 
may pick up a few delegates here and there, 
but the chance is that the news sent out 
this week will affect the opposition to Mc- 
Kinley unfavorably. It is not natural that 
doubtful candidates who seem to have the 
tide against them can win over any hesi- 
{ating men. After Elkins has decided that 
he is no longer against McKinley it will be 
difficult to keep men of less discretion from 
‘climbing upon the band wagon.” 

One of the most distressing facts that the 
opponents of Major McKinley are obliged 
to face is that the tendency toward McKin- 
ley may take some of the States that have 
hesitated to declare for him out of the op- 
position column and develop in States that 
have been put down as for Reed, Morton, 
and Allison a number of McKinley support- 


ers who have been impatient to be allowed 
to vote for nim on a second ballot. With 
the necessity for a second baliot rapidly 
waning, there inevitably will be a shrink- 
age of the ‘“‘ combine” strength. 

Some of the convention managers ar2 
fretting about the effect the rush toward 
McKinley will have upon the convention to 
reduce its importance as an event. If Mc- 
Kinley is to be nominated without opposi- 
tion and on the first ballot, there will be 
no necessity for carrying large excursions 
of McKinley “ rooters’’’ half across the con- 
tinent, and the money that thus would be 
expended will be saved for circulating pro- 
tection literature during the campaign and 
for assembling ‘“ blocks-of-five’’ voters to 
ratify the choice of the ‘fat fryers” so 
roundly denounced by Senator Chandler. 

The talk about a McKinley and Hobart 
ticket is increasing. 

The overthrow of Senator Cullom in the 
liiinois Convention yesterday was the: in- 
teresting topic for conversation in the ‘Sen- 
ate Chamber Bile. morning. But-one Sen- 
ator was outspoken in the expression of 
his delight,.and that man-was- Mr. Pritch- 
ard of North Carolima, who had-been mak- 
ing a fight against heavy odds to carry 
his State for the Ohio candidate. Mr. 
Pritchard says: “The thing is all over now 
but the shouting.”’ 

Senator Sherman declined to say any- 
thing on the subject, believing that the 
peopie could put their own construction 
on the result. 

Senator Chandler simply smiled and point- 
ed to his campaign button, on which ap- 
peared this inscription: ‘‘I have trouble 
enough of my own; don’t mention yours.” 

Senator Quay did not appear to take the 
situation seriously, and observed that some 
of the delegates selected were not McKin- 
ley men at heart. He did not assert, how- 
ever, that the men to whom he referred 
would go contrary to the plain instruc- 
tions of the eonvention. 

Several earnest conferences were held, 
and Mr. Carter, Chairman of the Republic- 
an National Committee; Mr. Quay, and Mr. 
Chandler frequentiy had their heads to- 
gether. Mr. Carter, when asked for an 
expression of opinion, said he had re- 
frained steadfastly from remarking upon 
the strength of any of the candidates, and 
he did not care to break his rule. 

Mr. Tillman, the Democratic Senator from 
South Carolina, who had just returned from 
a tour of the West, said the indications 
ointed unmistakably to the selection of 
{cKinley. It mattered little to him, he 
said, whether the platform should declare 
for the gold standard or be a “ straddle.” 

“The gold men have captured McKin- 
ley,’”’ said Mr. Tillman, ‘“‘and it makes no 
difference what his platform says. Sher- 
man has certified that he is a gold man, 
and Sherman's certificate is good any- 
where in Wall Street. McKinley will be 
the nominee and gold monometallism the 
platform of the Republican Party.” 

In the House, the McKinley men are 
bubbling over with satisfaction. The more 
hopeful of the leaders—such as Congress- 
man Grosvenor of Ohio, for example—have 
asserted for several weeks that McKinley 
would be nominated on the first. ballot. 
There were many Representatives outside 
of Ohio to-day who made the same pre- 
diction. The McKinley men found addition- 
al satisfaction in the election of ten dele- 
gates who were instructed for the Ohio 
man yesterday in Michigan, and in similar 
action which was taken in the First Ver- 
mont Congressional DiStrict. 

Gen. Grosvenor said nothing but death 
could prevent McKinley’s nomination. He 
claimed this morning’ that enough dele- 
gates favorable to McKinley already had 
been elected to insure his nomination on 
the first ballot, and he predicted that “all 
or nearly all” of the 200 yet to be chosen 
would be enrolled under the McKinley 
banner. 


CULLOM RETIRES GRACEFULLY. 


Still Has Hones that His Name Will 
Be Presented at St. Louis. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIll., May 1.—Senator Cul- 
lom declines to say whether or not he will 
withdraw from the race for the Presidential 
nomination. He shows by his manner that 
he is very much disappointed at the action 
taken by the State Convention. His friends 


Say, however, that he will not withdraw 
from the race. 

Many of the district delegates already 
elected from Illinois have pledged their 


support to Cullom, and if they desire to 
present his name and vote for him at St. 
Louis he will not take any steps to prevent 
them from doing so. Senator Cullom has 
given out the following, which contains 
all that he has to say at present regard- 
ing the Presidential situation: 

The Republicans of Illinois, in their State 
Convention, have shown that they want. the 
delegates at large to support Major McKinley for 
President. That action is binding and conclu- 
sive. It is not to be construed as unfriendly to 
any of the other candidates, but as an express- 
ion of their preference. Every Republican in 
Illinois will accept it. Personally, I have no 
fault to find. That some of my friends gave 
their preference to Major McKinley was, perhaps, 
natural, as he has been in the minds of the 
people as a candidate for the last two or three 
years. Some months ago, when the conditions 
seemed such that my friends believed that it 
would be advantageous to Illinois to have my 
name presented as a candidate at St. Louis, I 
left the matter in their hands. My public du- 
ties. have kept me constantly in Washington, 
and I have made no canvass. 

The preference which the Republicans of the 
State have shown will be faithfully carried out 
in the National Convention. If Major McKinley 
should be nominated it will be because of popu- 
lar belief that he most thoroughly typifies those 
cardinal principles of the epublican Party 
which are embodied in our platform. 

Senator Cullom expects to leave for Wash- 
ington to-morrow.

The Senator Will Not Try to Defy Ver- 
mont Sentiment. 


RUTLAND, Vt., May 1.—The Herald will 
print to-morrow the following letter from 
Senator Proctor: 

It seems needless to deny the report in your 
paper that I had telegraphed Mr. Manley that 
the Vermont delegates at St. Louis would vote 
for Mr. Reed notwithstanding the action of the 
convention.

HARRISON’S FRIENDS HOPELESS. 





They Admit that McKinley’s Nomina- 
tion Is Fully Assured. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 1.—The friends of ex- 
President Harrison admit that McKinley’s 
nomination is-assured and that the moral

Letter from the Adjutant General as 
to the Vice Presidency. 


ALBANY, May 1.—Adjt. Gen, McAlpin has 
sent the folowing letter to D. W. C. 
Ward of New-York City: 


My attention has been called to a newspaper 
article reporting the organization ofa club 
formed for the purpose of going to St. Louis to 
advocate my nomination for the Vice Presidency 
in the event of the failure of Gov. Morton to se- 
cure the Presidential nomination. 

As you have been elected the President of this 
new organization I hasten to communicate with 
you and to say that while I appreciate the com- 
pliment intended to be conferred I cannot under 
any circumstances permit you and the other 
friends in the club to do what is proposed. I 
am not a candidate for Vice Presidential honors. 
I am, as you know, heartily in favor of Gov. Mor- 
ton’s nomination for President, and will direct 
every honorable effort of mine to bring about the 
result so much desired by the Republicans of this 
State. , 

My friends can confer no greater favor than to 
advocate and work for Mr. Morton’s nomination, 
and I hope that if your club goes to St. Louis it 
will be for the sole purpose of urging and advo- 
cating the candidacy of Mr. Morton and none 
other. 

Friends of Gen. McAlpin in this city 
do not understand from this letter that 
the General would not consent to run for 
the Vice Presidency if the opportunity 
should come to him. 


GOLD SHIPPED TO FRANCE. 





Margin Too Narrow to Make Exports 
Very Profitable, 


Shipments of gold to-day will reach 
$1,200,000. It will go to France, and will 
be used.there in some triangular operation 
by which it may eventually land in Lon- 
don, and shippers here will share a profit. 


Exchange présents the curious spectacle of 
shutting out London from this market, ex- 
cept by way of Paris. It is doubted if 
any one can squeeze an ordinary commis- 
sion out of such a transaction, Three 
panking houses will try it, however, and 
will make the test with gold bars, for which 
they paid three-sixteenths of 1 per cent. 
premium at’the Assay Oftice. 

The amount withdrawn yesterday was 
so much less than had been expected that 
the security market did not at all suffer. 
On the contrary, expressions regarding it 
were quite cheerful. Rates for steriing 
bills were unchanged for the day, but the 
market was easier than on Thursday, and 
the impression spread that it would not 
soon again encourage gold shipments. No 
one justified yesterday’s withdrawals’ ex- 
cept on the ground that bills had been 
*sold on Thursday at rates that gave ship- 
pers a bare chance. Business of that kind 
is not sought, and it is hardly supposed that 
shipments wi'l be undertaken again unless 
rates advance. 

There was a withdrawal yesterday of 
$250,000 in coin by one of the shippers, who 
returned it to the Treasury before the end 
of the day. He could .see no advantage 
in sending it oui, and, with exchange at 
yesterday’s rates, its export might cost 
him a trifle. That incident showed that 
the margin-in the shipper’s favor was too 
narrow for comfort. It convinced bank- 
ers that a drain of gold to Europe must 
be induced by stronger causes than have 
yet become operative.. It seems probable 
that the tourist demand accounts for to- 
day’s shipments. Such demand will natu- 
rally develop as the season advances, but 
it can cut only a small figure in exchange 
sales or gold shipments at present. 





FAIR IN THE EXECUTIVE MANSION. 


To be Held. Next Friday and Satur- 
day for a Charitable Object. 


ALBANY, May 1.—Gov. Morton has tend- 
ered the use of the Executive Mansion and 
grounds for charity. A fair under the aus- 


pices of the Children’s Ministering League, 
of which one of: his daughters is President, 
will be held at the Executive Mansion on 
Friday and Saturday, May 8 and 9, from 
2 until 7 in the afternoon. The proceeds of 
this fair are to go toward the endowment 
of a bed in the Child’s Hospital, Albany. 
The grounds and lower floor of the man- 
sion will be opened to the public, and the 
Tenth Regiment Band has been engaged to 
furnish a delightful musical programme 
during the afternoons. The flower stalls 
will be placed upon the piazza, while the 
fancy booths and refreshment room are to 
occupy the ground floor of the house.

He struck a large stone, which hued him to 
the ground. For some moments he lay on the 
ground, a ringing pain in his head. Then he 
mounted the wheel and started for his home, 
the pain increasing all the time. At his house 
he fell unconscious, and died this morning with- 
out having spoken. Dr. Summer says his death 
was caused by concussion of the brain, and 
cannot account fcr his being able to ride the 
wheel while so seriously injured. 





Depositories for City’s Money...

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SILVER IS LOSING GROUND 





SOUND MONEY LIKELY TO PREVAIL 
IN THE CHICAGO CONVENTION, 
¢ 


Free-Coinage Men Are Not Talking 
So Sanguinely as a Week Ago 
About Making the Platform—They 
Exhibit Their Weakness by Sug- 
gesting that They May Be Com- 
pelled to “Bolt ”—Probably Will 
Change Their Minds, 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Silver Democrats 
who were talking in a sanguine way a week 
ago about controlling the Chicago Conven- 
tion for free silver, and their ability to 
force the sound-money men to agree to 
their demands or bolt, are indicating now 


a@ great degree of annoyance at the changed 
conditions, and are indulging in threats of 
bolting. if they shall happen to be in the 
minority. This sort of talk is unworthy of 
politicians, as it indicates an indifference 
to all considerations except one. Senator 
Hill has protested vigorously against the 
notion of running the party upon the sin- 
gle-idea theory, and has suggested some 
other issues besides free silver which the 
Democratic Party must discuss and make 
a platform when they come together. There 
is no doubt that many of tne silver men 
more than half agree with Senator Hill, 
and that they will think seriously before 
they accept the secession idea offered by 
that modern South Carolina secessionist, 
Senator Tillman, who seems inclined to 


emulate the example of ‘“ Bloody Bridles ’”’ 
Waite of Colorado, 

THE TIMES has pointed out in these dis- 
patches some of the dangers which the 
Southern men are overlooking in their fren- 
zy for free silver coinage and a campaign 
run upon one idea. To give the country to 
the Republicans by forcing a split of the 
Democratic Party would be to offer the 
Republicans the chance of fixing upon the 
ccuntry new election laws that would make 
it difficult, if not impossible, for the South 
to regain its relative importance in Con- 
gress for years. No one can tell the South- 
ern men how that state of things would 
be regarded in the section from which the 
majority of Democratic members now come. 
For one idea they would throw away not 
only the chance. of electing a President, 
but the organization with which to recover 
the losses incurred in adhering fatuitously 
to a craze. 

The Democrats may give the Republicans 
two chances to win. They may adopt a 
financial plank which will divorce from tke 
party all the sound-money men in the 
country, and elect the Republican candidate 
by a majority of the Electoral College; or 
they may hold the party together and com- 
pel the Republicans to get their President 
through the House of Representatives. The 
silver men must know that they cannot 
win. The Democrats ought to feel that, 
with McKinley to meet, they have a chance 
to win if they declare for sound money 
and put up a man in whom the whole party 
has confidence as a man of honesty and 
firmness. 

The end of the week may make it pos- 
sible to show that the Democrats for sound 
money will outnumber the silver men in 
the Chicago Convention. Such a majority 
would not be a majority with one idea. 
It. would take up the situation as for- 
mer conventions have taken up National 
situations, and do its work as if it was 
capable of considering more than one idea 
at once.

A FORGER. 


The Distinguished Prisoner Will 
Spend a Year in the Penitentiary. 


Sigismund Kapy, or de Kapi, a Hungarian 
Viscount, was arraigned before Recorder 
Goff, in Part I., General Sessions, yesterday, 
on a charge of forgery. He pleaded guilty, 
and was sentenced to one year in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Mr. Loew, who was assigned as counsel 
for Kapy, said he had known the prisoner 
for five or six years, and knew that he be- 
longed to a very distinguished and in- 
fluential family in Hungary. The prisoner’s 
father is Sigismund de Kapi, whose title is 
F6 Ishpan, or Governor, of the County of 
Saros, in the Province of Shaarosh, Hun- 
gary. He is a member of the Upper House 
of Parliament. The lawyer said his client 
belonged to the nobility, and that his title 
corresponded to that of Viscount. 

“I am guilty, your Honor,” said the pris- 
oner. ‘‘I came back to expiate my crime. 
I had access to the business house of T. W. 
Stemmler & Co., at Union Square, and took 
from there, during business hours, a blank 
check, which I filled up for $70, and forged 
the signature. 

‘*I took the money in order to join my 
wife and two children, at Kansas City. 
While on my way there my conscience 
troubled me so much that I decided to come 
back and suffer the consequence,” 

He said he left Hungary on account of a 
duel. He had been arrested for that. He 
said he had been arrested by a United 
States Marshal at Oklahoma when the 
land was thrown open to settlement, a 
couple of years ago, because he had en- 
tered the place before the signal was given. 

The Recorder sentenced him to one year 
in the penitentiary. He asked to be sent 
to State prison. 

“ Why?” asked the Recorder. 

‘“‘At the penitentiary people come and go 
so much,” he said. ‘In State prison I 
will be buried from the world, and my dis- 
grace will probably not be known. When 
I get out I want to go back to the old 
country and begin life anew.” The Re- 
corder said the penitentiary was the best 
place for him. 

Kapy was arrested Thursday in Balti- 
more. The forged check was cashed by 
J. F. Marti of the Café Marti, with whom 
Kapy had been familiar. It is thought that 
Kapy knows something about the robbery 
in the offices of the Nutrolactes Company, of 
which Stemmler is Treasurer, on the night 
of April 25.

Body of Walter Q@. Gresham En Route 
to the National Capital, 


CHICAGO, May 1.—The body of the late 
Secretary of State Walter Q. Gresham, 
which was brought from Washington to 
Chicago last year, was removed from the 
receiving vault of Oakwood Cemetery this 
morning, and is now en route to Washing- 


ton, via Cincinnati, accompanied by Mrs. 
Gresham and her son Otto. 

Otto Gresham recently applied to Secre- 
tary Lamont for permission to have the 
body of the General interred in the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Arlington, according to 
his wish, and the request was granted. 

The final obsequies will be attended, as 
were the first, by the President and his 
Cabinet.

—Gottlieb Osterle, fifty years old, com- 
mitted suicide by taking morphine, near Ridge- 
ley, Md., yesterday.

He left a let- 
ter in German imploring his wife’s forgive- 
ness, and saying ‘‘I am tired of life,‘and am 
a burden to everybody. I have entirely lost my 
reason, and am good for nothing any more.

LONDON, May 1.—The details that have 
reached here of the assassination of the 
Shah are of the briefest character. As the 
Shah was entering the inner court of the 
shrine of Shah Abdul Azim, the assassin, 
who is said to be a Sayyid from Kerman, 
named Mollah Reza, delivered the fatal 
shot. 

The Shah was attended by his chief phy- 
sician, Dr. Tholozan, and other physicians. 
The assassination caused much alarm. 
Prince Naib-es-Saltaneh, the third son of 
the Shah, retired to his palace at the re- 

quest of the Government. 

The heir to the throne, Muzaper-ed-din, is 
at Tabrias. He will leave for the capital 
as soon as possible. 

A possible reason for the crime is that 
there has been much discontent for some 
time owing to the dearness of provisions, 
partly caused by the excessive issue of cop- 
per coins. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.--Secretary Olney at 
3 o’clock P. M. to-day received the follow- 
ing cable message from United States Min- 
ister Alex McDonald.at Teheran: 

“Shah, visiting shrine near city to-day 
for devotion, on entering innner sanctuary, 
was shot by assassin disguised as woman, 
bullet entering region of heart. Expired in 
a few minutes. Regicide revolutionary 
fanatic. Great distress, but city quiet.” 

Shortly after the receipt of the news 
of the assassination, Secretary Olney sent 


a cable message to Minister McDonald, 
saying that the President directed that sin- 
cere condolence be tendered and abhor- 
rence of the crime expressed to the Goy- 
ernment of Persia and the family of the 
Shah. 

The records of the State Department con- 
tain many communications attesting the 
Shah’s leanings toward liberality and jus- 
tice. In one particular instance where an 
Armenian Christian under the protection 
of American missionaries was shot at 
Oroomrah, Persia, in 1803,.the Shah sent 





“The Persian 
informed Mr. McDonald that imperative or- 
@ers had bcen issued to have exemplary 
punishment inflicted upon those who had 
committed the deed, and to take every 
possible measure for the protection of other 
Christians who might be in danger. 

Mr, McDonald forwarded the entire corre- 
Spondence to Secretary Gresham, stating 
that it was the request of the American 
missionaries that *the Shah’s assuring let- 
ter should be published for the benefit of 
their friends at home. 

Persia is not represented in the United 
States in a diplomatic or consular capacity, 
and probably will noi be until an incident 
that caused some embarrassment in the re- 
lations of the two countries is forgotten. 
Bight years ago the Shah who was killed 
to-day decided to send a diplomatic rep- 
resentative. to Washington, and the Gov- 
ernment was notified of the intention. 

The new Minister wes Hadji Wassan 
Ghouli Khan Matamed el Vessare. One 
day the State Department received a num- 
ber of trunks and other baggage bearing 
the name of Hadji Hassan, addressed to 
its care. Time passed and nothing was 
heard of the expected diplomat. Finally 
the department sent a telegraphic inquiry 
to its Minister at Teheren requesting in- 
formation as to the Persian Minister’s 
whereabovts, and the surprising answer 
was returned that Hadji Hassan had left 
Persia months before and was supposed to 
be in the United States, 

The State Department official were wor- 
ried, and sent numerous dispatches to rep- 
resentatives of the United States at posts 
along the route presumably taken by the 
Minister in his journey to America, but 
no satisfactory information was received 
in reply. In the course of time Hadji Has- 
san reached Washington, and it was then 
learned that he had succumbed to the fas- 
cinations of Paris and spent a long period 
there incognito. 

The newspapers published this story very 
generally, and: the paragraphers made hu- 
morous comments on Hadji Hassan’s long 
name and his mysterious disarnearance 
from public view. These things offended 
the Minister greatly. He was also cha- 
grined over the attention attracted by his 
peculiar dress and appearance. He wrote 
to the Secretary of State complaining of 
these matters and withdrew with his suite, 
returning to Persia. 

The reverence associated with the person 
of the Shah is well illustrated in the text 
of the treaty of friendship and commerce 
which Carroll Spence, United States Min- 
ister, made with Persia in 1856. In the 
preamble the dead Shah is described, with 
true Oriental hyperbole, in this language: 

“The President of the United States of 
North America and his Majesty, as exalted 
the planet Saturn; the sovereign to 


as 


splendor and magnificence are equal to 
that of the skies; the sublime sovereign, the 
monarch whose armies are as numerous 
as the stars; whose greatness calls to mind 
that of Jeinshid; whose magnificence equals 
that of Darius; the heir of the crown and 
throne of the Kayanians; the sublime Em- 
peror of all Persia.” 


Nasr-ed-Deen, Shah an Shah—that is, 
King of Kings—of Persia, visited Europe 
end impressed it with surprised contempt. 
I: he had staid at home the magnificence 
of his titles and the splendor of his wealth 
might have sreated for him an attractive 
legend. To this his travels were fatal. 

He was born April 24, 1831, the elder son 
of Mohammed Shah and Queen Velliat, of 
the Kadjar tribe, and grandson of Abbas 
Mirza, son of the founder of the Kadjar 
dynasty. Mohammed initiated a policy of 
amicable relations with European powers, 
and Nasr-ed-Deen adopted it when he came 
to the throne, without difficulty, Oct. 15, 
1848. He attempted to make reforms in 
the administration of his empire, and nar- 
rowly escaped assassination. He imposed 
improvements, and revolutions in the palace 
altered or destroyed them. He yielded 
when foreign affairs interfered, and became 
aggressive again when they were settled. 
He was, at home, at once despotic and 
paternal, barbarous and kind. He had 
gathered European ideas pell mell; perhaps 
it would have been better for him if he had 
not. known Europe. 

He declared his neutrality at the begin- 
ning of the war between Russia and Tur- 
key, in 1853, but he made with Russia, in 
1855, a treaty which impressed the West- 
ern powers aS a menace. General peace 
prevented the evil effects of it. A year 
jater, in consequence of the occupation of 
Herat by Persian troops, the Government 
of India declared war against the Shah. 
While the Ambassador, Feruck-Khan, was 
negotiating at Constantinople with Lord 
Redcliffe, the English troops, led by Gen. 
Outram, advanced in .the Persian Gulf, 
captured Karrack, bombarded and took 
Buschir, ascended the Shatt-el-Arab River, 
became masters at Mohammerah, and 
threatened the entire country, when Lord 
Cowley and Feruck-Khan signed a treaty 
which pacified England, March 4, 1857. 

Nasr-ed-Deen, defeated by the English, 
tried to gain military glory elsewhere. He 
defeated the Khans of Kiva and of Salar 
and the Iman of Muscat. Then he made 
a tour of inspection through Persia, pre- 
occupied with plans to make his empire 
modern. In 1861 he attended in person the 
4nitiation of a telegraph line, but while this 
was in progress a new sect rose in con- 
Sspiracy against him. In 1869 its leaders 
were killed in a manner, the cruelty of 
which is unspeakable, by order of the Shah 
and in presence of European represent- 
atives. 

Nasr-ed-Deen embarked for his. trip 
around Europe, May 12, 1873. He ascended 
the Volga, staid for several days at Mos- 
cow and St. Petersburg, traversed Ger- 
many, Belgium, and England, and then 
went to Paris for a fortnight. In four 
months he crossed the Caspian to Astra- 
khan, ascended the Volga, visited the prin- 
‘cipal cities of Russia, Germany, France, 
fitaly, and Austria. He returned to Te- 
jheran Sept. 6, and suppressed an insurrec- 
tion which hfs absence had provoked. 
Then he showed an inclination to favor 
Britain’s interests against Russia’s in Af- 
ghanistan. ~ ’ 

European industry and civilization pre- 
occupied him ntore than ever. He adopted 
the French monetary system, went into 
the Postal Union, made a concession for a 
railway line introduced the use of gas- 
light in his capital, and embellished it with 
modern decorations. Then he went to the 
Paris Fair of 1878, and related in a book, 
published by the Royal Press of Teheran, 
the new inventions which amazed him 
there. 

At the same time he obtained from the 
Berlin congress the retrocession of Kotour 

- to Persia. In 1881 he concluded with Rus- 


sia a treaty for delimitation of the Turco- 
man frontier. 

Nasr-ed-Deen visited Europe i 
1889. He went through the moat bm a: 
cities, accompanied by Ministers and high 
dignitaries of his Court. The greacest-hon- 
ors acclaimed him; but the Czar warned 
him that his sympathy for. England was 
distasteful io Russia. 

Nasr-ed-Deen was implacable in judgment 
of his officers. One of these, the Minister 
of Finance, made a )udget the estimated 
figures of which were Slightly inferior to 
the collected taxes, and the Shah con- 
demned him to be bastinadeed. The sover- 
eign attended the, execution of. the sentence 
at Teheran, and calmly counted the 400 pre- 
scribed blows. /The Shah displayed vig- 
jiance in the interests of his subjects. He 
exacted reports of important suits at law 
gave audience to the Aoople. and rendcred 
judgments publicly. is fortune was pro- 
verbial. Ordinarily his dress Was simpie, 
but on solemn occasions it was magnifi- 
cent.’ His aigrette, made of diamonds; his 
belt, and cimeter are famous.. His throne, 
taken by one of his predece&8sors, Nadir 
Shah,'from the Grand Mogul of Deihi,-is a 
marvel, the precious stones it contains be- 
ing valued at hundreds of millions. He gave 
an evidence of his luxury and of his idter-

rem, comprising a score of wives, all legiti- 
mate, but varied in rank. His children are 
twenty in number—five sons and fifteen 
daughters. His heir is Prince Muzaffer-ed- 
Deen, his second son, born March 5, 1853,

ney to Europe in 1878.” They are interest- 
ing works; they give proof of an affection 
for Paris and London which the Shah em- 
phasized by granting a monopoly of dig- 
cinge in Persian antique sites to France 
and commercial concessions to England. 
But his affection was not returned by Paris 
and London. : 

He patronized the tradesmen of the two 
cities while he staid in them, and refused 
to pay their bills because, he pleaded, he 
was the guest of the two nations. He in- 
vited tradesmen and artisans to his em- 
pire, and refused to pay their bills when 
they came because, he pleaded, they werr 
not his guests. He decorated pugilists with 
the Order of the Lion when he saw them, 
but when they pleaded the !aw not to fight 
without gloves in his presence he took back 
the decorations, Pelletier, a French paint- 
er, who went to Teheran at the Shah’s re- 
quest, relates incidents of his life in prison 
and in the palace which are improbably 
Oriental, but it is true that the Shah, when 
he needed money, extorted it from wealthy 
citizens by threats of cutting off their ears. 

He made Buckinham Palace unhabita- 
ble for weeks after he had been its guest, 
and he could not get an invitation to Bal- 
moral because, the Queen said, ‘‘ the house 
is in very good order and very clean, and 
the Shah is not an inviting visitor on hy- 
gienic grounds, and whatever dilapidations, 
repairs, or cleaning might be necessary 
would have to be defrayed out of my pri- 
vate purse.’””’ He was of medium height, - 
with black hair, black eyes, an affected 
suevity in manner which amused the 
Princess of Wales greatly, and a voice 
which spoke French without harmony. He 
will, perhaps, pass into Christian chronicles 
as one of the most enlightened Oriental 
rulers. His heir is regarded as a weak 
Prince. He resides at Tabris, and governs 
the Province of Azarbijan.

BUSINESS TROUBLES.

—Deputy Attorney General Kisselbaugh of 
New-York State gave a hearing yesterday on 
the application of Francis A. Fales of Troy, 
a stockholder in the Hudson Valley Knitting 
Company of Waterford and the United Knit- 
ting Company of Amsterdam, N. Y., asking 
for the dissolution of those companies and 
the appointment of a receiver on the ground of 
insolvency. It was alleged that the United 
Knitting Company had liabilities of $125,000 
and assets of only $75,000, while the Hudson 
Valley Company’s liabilities were $100,000 and 
its assets $50,00. The application to bring 
actions to dissolve the concerns was granted. 
—All the creditors of the 8S. K.. Hudson 
Company, the big clothing firm of Buffalo, 
Cleveland, St. Louis, Sandusky, St. Paul, and 
Grand Rapids, received notice by mail that 
the company is financially embarrassed and 
desires an extension of credits, The creditors 
also received a statement showing assets of 
$1,271,840.49 and liabilities of but $518,154.17. 
This leaves a surplus of $753,686.32, which 
Mr. Hudson says is impossible to realize on at 
present, necessitating an extension of credit. 
The business will be carried on as usual until 
the 600 creditors are heard from. 

—Justice Smyth of the Supreme Court yester- 
day appointed Thomas J. Lothrop and James 
P. Stearns, beth of Brookline, Mass., receivers 
for the property in this State of the Atlas Tack 
Corporation of Boston, which has a place of 
business in this city at 31 Warren Street, on the 
application of J. Fred Hobart of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
who ts a creditor for $2,200, Mr. Hobart said 
in his application that the company has out- 
standing promissory notes exceeding $500,000, 
and is unable to meet them. The nominal as- 
sets exceed the liabilities, but the value is not 
stated. 

—Sheriff Hannon yesterday clésed the fac- 
tory of the Martin Piano Company, Rochester, 
N. Y., on two judgments aggregating about 
$10,000. The Fourth National Bank of New- 
York City yesterday took judgment in the

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THE SENATE AMENDS THE NAVAL 
APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Gorman’s Motion Supported by a Vote 
of 3i to 27—Party Lines Not 
Drawn—The Condition of the 
Treasury and the Prospect of an 
Increasing Deficit the Basis of 
the Senate’s Action —Chandler 
Wants Mere Torpedo Boats. 


/ 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The Senate has ac- 
cepted the Gorman amendment to the 
Naval Appropriation bill reducing the 
number of battleships from four to two. 
The friends of the bill were confident two 


days ago that the House provision would 
be permitted to stand. The constant talk 
about the condition of the Treasury, and 
the likelihood of a much greater deficiency 
than now exists when the new appropria- 
tion bills shall go into effect, caused the 
change in sentiment which enabled Mr. 
Gorman to carry his point. The vote stood 
31 to 27 in fayor of the amendment, as fol- 
lows:

It wili be seen by reference to the list of 
Senaters who participated that party lines 
were not drawn. Highteen emocrats, 
nine Republicans, and four Populists sup- 
ported the amendment. 

Judging from the talk heard to-day in 
the Senate corridors, the Senate will not be 
apt to recede from this position, aitneugh 
a few Senators profess to believe that the 
two ships stricken out at the instance of 
Mr. Gorman will be replaced in conference. 
Nine Deocres Date, Chilton, George, 
Jones, (Ark.,) Pasco oach, Vest, Vilas, 
and Walthall; three Populists—Allen, Kyle, 
and Peffer, and one Republican—Pettigrew— 
voted for an amendment offered by Mr. 
Allen, striking out all battleships from_the 
pan but this was defeated without .diffi- 
culty. 

Mr. Chandler has offered an amendment 
appropriating $4,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of twenty torpedo boats and torpedo 
destroyers. The Senate has agreed to de- 
vote to-morrow to this and other amend- 
ments to the bill, and reach a final vote 
before adjourning over Sunday. 








IMMIGRATION LAWS PROPOSED. 


Bills Intended to Keep Undesirable 
Persons from the Country. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—The House Immi- 
gration Committee will favorably report 
bills by Mr. Corliss of Michigan and Mr. 
Mahany of New-York further amending 
the immigration laws, The Corliss bill ex- 
cludes blind people and cripples, all per- 
sons over fifteen years of age who cannot 
read their own or the English language, 
Canadians and Mexicans coming to the 
United States temporarily for the purpose 
of engaging in any mechanical trade or 
manual labor with no intention of becoming 
permanent citizens. 

The bill of Mr. Mahany is also mainly 
directed against the influx of Canadian and 
Mexican aliens, and provides criminal pen- 
alities for violation of the law. It further 
provides punishment for those who have 
taken out naturalization papers in the 
United States for the purpose of avoiding 
the immigration restrictions now in force, 
and provides that any such citizen retain- 
ing a domicile in a foreign country thirty 
days after the passage of this act shall 
be amenable to its provisions. The bill 
further protects the interests of American 
sailors on the great lakes. 

It was passed after spirited debate in the 
committee by a vote of 5 to 4, the yeas 
being Messrs, Tracewell of Indiana, How- 
ell of New-Jersey, Mahany of New-York, 
Wilson of South Carolina, and Acheson of 
Pennsylvania. The nays were Mr. Bar- 
tholdt of Missouri, Barney of Wisconsin, 
et of Louisiana, and Hendricks of Ken- 
ucky. 

In view of the increase in the number of 
fraudulent applications from Chinese for 
admission to this country, on the ground 
that having been born here they are Ameri- 
can citizens, and of the difficulties expe- 
rienced by officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in verifying or controverting the tes- 
timony of Chinese witnesses produced by 
such applicants to sustain their perjured 
affidavits, Secretary Carlisle has requested 
Congress to enact such special legislation 
as will correct a practice which, in his 
opinion, nuliifies in many particulars the 
intent of the laws relating to the exclusion 
of Chinese. 


THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 





Discussed in the House, bat No Con- 
clusion Reached. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—The House gave 
most of its time to-day to the Bankruptcy 
bill, considering ‘t in Committee of the 
Whole. General debate having been 
closed, the bill was read for amendment 
under the five-minute rule. 

An unsuocessful effort was made to 
amend the first section, on motion of Mr. 
Miller, (Rep., Kan.,) by striking ‘“ corpora- 
tions’ out of *he bill, It was defeated by 
the close vote of 39 to 32. 

Most of the remaining portion of the 
time was given to a discussion of the 
section reciting the causes for which bank- 


ruptcy proceedings may be instituted, the 
question at issue being the motion offered 
by Mr. W. A. Stone (Rep., Penn.,) to strike 
out the involuntary feature of the bill. The 
generally expressed objection to it was 
that it created a machinery tor the collec- 
tion of debt, und that, it was contended, 
was not a good or wise thing to do. 

Mr. Broderick (Rep., Kan.,) offered a sub- 
stitute for the involuntary provisions of 
the sections establishing three causes for 
involuntary proceedings instead of the nine 
Modlag. the Jobat 

osing the Jebate on these two pr - 
tions, Mr. Henderson, who reported’ tha 
bill, deprecated the attitude taken by sev- 
eral of the speakers who represented West- 
ern districts, «sserting that the people of 
that section wanted no advantage over 
those of any other section. There was 
nothing partisan or sectional in the bill, 
and he hoped it would be considered in that 
spirit by all who discussed it. Referring to 
a telegram read by Mr. Wood (Rep., IIl.,) 
from several merchants in Terre Haute, 
asking him to oppose the passage of the 
bill, r. Henderson said he had received 
this morning a letter from a distinguished 
citizen of that Staite, from which he read 
this sentence: “J think the impression that’ 
some of our Western Boards of Trade had 
upon the bankrvptcy question was that, by 
reason of the rearness of our merchants to 
their customers they had an advantage 
with the failine debtor over the distant 
creditor, and .vhat this would be surren- 
dered under a bankruptcy bill. It seems 
to me to be a short-sighted view of the 
question.” 

“That is from no less a distinguished 
person than ex-President Harrison,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Henderson, *“‘ who, always and 
everywhere, whether as President or pri- 
vate citizen, s:ands for the whole Ameri- 
can ome ag [{Applause.] 

Without disposing of either Rreposition, 
the committee rose and the Ouse ad- 
journed. 


IN THE INTEREST OF FREE LABOR. 





A Bill to Prevent Competition with 
Convict Work. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—The House Com- 
mittee on Labor to-day ordered a favorable 
report on the bill of Mr. Southwick of 
New-York, to protect free labor from com- 
petition with convict labor, by restricting 
the sale of convict-made goods to the States 
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Was amended, so as to exempt the man- 
ufactures of <pocatturel products from the 
operation of the proposed law. In its re- 
port, the committee says: 

It is not designed by this bill to attempt to in 
terfere in the slightest degree with the right of 
each State to employ its convicts and to dispose 
of the’products of their labor in any manner or 
by any system or plan that may appear wisest 
and best to its citizens. All it seeks to ac- 
complish is to confine the result of the operation 
of such system so far as possible within State 
lines, and to prevent resulting evils, whether 
necessary or otherwise, from extending to and 
injuriously affecting the citizens of those other 
States which elect to make different disposition 
of the time and labor of their prisoners. 

Some States having in a great measure protected 
their own business enterprises and labor from 
the unequal] competition of their prisoners send 
traveling agents of their penitentiaries into other 
States to dispose of convict-made goods at prices 
that utterly defy competition from those who 
employ free labor. It is evident that this is a 
wrong which should not be permitted to continue 
if a remedy can be applied. 

The committee believes that no State 
should be permitted to transfer an undue 
share of its burdens on the protesting citi- 
zens of another State, while the National 
Government has the power to interpose an 
effectual prohibition. 

The committee finds precedent for the 
proposed legislation in many laws hereto- 
fore enacted, among others those which 
absolutely prohibit the importation of goods 
into the United States to the production of 
which convict labor has contributed; those 
which provide for the expulsion of foreign 
paupers and convicts; those which regulate 
the transportation charges of inter-State 
eommon carriers, and those which forbid, 
under certain circumstances, the transporta- 
tion of live stock from one State to an- 


other.

ALLOWED ALASKA, 


The House Kills the Bill Proposing to 
Give Her One. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—The House to-day 
voted, 66 to,44, against the engrossment of 
the bill to give Alaska a Delegate in Con- 
gress. The bill was called up by Mr. 
Scranton, (Rep., Penn.) Mr. Scranton said 
the movement in behalf of Alaska had be- 
gun fourteen years ago, when M. D. Ball 
appeared as the chosen representative of 
the people of the Territory, and unsuccess- 
fully knocked at the door of Congress for 
admission as a Delegate. The Committee 
on Territories had agreed that the admis- 
sion of a Delegate was the best thing that 
couid be done for the people of the Terri- 
tory, and had recommended the passage of 
the bill 

(Rep., Iowa,) opposed the 
passage of the bill for the reason that 
Alaska was not in a condition politically, 
numerically, physically, financially, or so- 
cially to warrant the Congress in gs otig | 
a Delegate from it He contended that i 
was impossible to hold a popular election 
there. 

The bill was amended so as to provide 
for the election ot the first Delegate to the

A Populist’s Financial Scheme. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Mr. Butler (Pop., 
N. C.,) introduced in the Senate to- 
day a bill to make the Mexican

der to any amount for all debts and de- 
mands, public or private, and .made an 
argument in support of it.

An Order of the Court Directs that 
Unless the Reading Company Sat- 
isfies the Claims of the General 
Mortgage Bondholders Within 
Twenty Days the Entire Reading 
Property Shall Be Sold at Auc- 
tion—Railroad Notes. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 1.—Judge Acheson, in 
the United States Circuit Court, to-day, 
signed the decree, filed last week by the 
Pennsylvania Company for Insurance on 
Lives and Granting Annuities as trustee, 


for the sale of the property of the Phila- 
deiphia and Reading Railroad and Coal and 
Iron Companies, under foreclosure proceed- 
ings. The Pennsylvania Company is trustee 
under the Reading’s general mortgage. The 
sale will take place in Philadelphia, at the 
company’s old station, Thirteenth and Cal- 
lowhill Streets, at a date to be fixed here- 
after, ° : 

After signing the decree, Judge Acheson 
said that all parties were fuily protected 
under it. Attorney J. W. M. Newlin, coun- 
sel for Samuel D. Rhoades, was in court, 
and raised further objections to the decree, 
which were overruled, Mr. Rhoades is a 
creditor of the company for $20,000, under 
a verdict secured by him as damages in 
the Common Pleas Court. Judge Acheson 
filed an opinion dismissing the original 
petition of Mr. Rhoades, in which leave 
was asked to intervene as a defendant in 
the suit. : 

Judge Acheson also filed an opinion over- 
ruling the objections of Joseph E. Smaltz 
and others, income mortgage bondholders 
and stockholders, to the form of the de- 
cree. The only change in the decree was 
the insertion of figures, which could not 
be placed in it until the date of the decree 
was fixed. These figures were inserted in 
the space which had been left blank in the 
following paragraph: 

Ordered, adjudged, and Cecreed, that the de- 
fendant, the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company, pay.or cause to be paid, within twenty 
days after ide entry of this decree, to the Penn- 
Sylvania Company for Insurance on Lives and 
Granting Annuities, as trustee in the aforesaid 
general mortgage, or into the registry of this 
court, for the use and benefit of the holders 
of said bonds and fractional scrip issued under 
said general mortgage and the coupons for in- 
terest thereon, the sum of $4,986,920.40, with 
interest thereon from the date of this decree to 
the date of payment. In case the said amount 
shall be paid, as herein decreed, then any of the 
parties ‘hereto may apply to this court for such 
further relief and for such further directions 
as may be just and equitable. 

The decree was drawn by John G. John- 
son of this city, counsel for the trustee, 
and is a remarkably comprehensive and 
able document. Judge Acheson to-day com- 
plimented Mr. Johnson on its preparation. 
Briefly summarized, it provides that unless 
the Reading Railroad shall, within twenty 
days from this date, satisfy the claims of 
the general mortgage bondholders, the en- 
tire mortgaged and pledged property of 
every description of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company and the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron Com- 
pany shall be sold to the highest bidder, 
severally and respectively in each case, as 
a whole, subject to the right of the ma- 
wane: in interest of the general mortgage 

ondholders to direct the sale of the prop- 
rues in such parcels as they may deem 
est. 

The sale is to be at public auction on a 
day and at an hour to be fixed by the 
trustee, of which three montns’ notice by 
publication must be given. Every bidder 
will be required to deposit the sum of 
$400,000 as a guarantee of good faith, and 
an additional $300,000 in the event of the 
acceptance of the bid. Provision is, of 
course, made in the decree for the disposi- 
tion of the proceeds of the sale, beginning 
with the payment of all costs and following 
with the cancellation of receivers’ certifi- 
cates, payment of general mortgage in- 
terest, and payment of general mortgage 
prineipal if the amount realized be suffi- 
cien 


Pacific Refunding Bill. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Mr. Gear, from the 
Senate Committee on Pacific Railroads, 
this afternoon submitted a report on the 
bill to refund the debts of the Central and 
Union Pacific Railroads to the Govern- 
ment. The bill itself was reported several 
days ago. 

The committe? does not recommend any 
departure from the settled policy of the 
Government to keep itself free from any 
connection with the ownership and opera- 
tion of railways. It does not recommend, 
and feels sure that the good sense of the 
people would not approve, any legislation 
looking to the control and operation by the 
Government of single systems of railways 
in competition with those controlled and 
operated by private enterprise, or to the 
inauguration of a policy, the logical out- 
come of which must be the ultimate contro! 
and operation by the Government of the 

reat railway systems of the United States. 

n the opinion of the committee, the Gov- 
ernment had far better abandon its entire 
interest in these properties than take the 
first step in a scheme so vast and perilous. 

The foreclosure of the lien of the Gov- 
ernment is disapproved for practical rea- 
sons, The Government-aided parts of the 
various roads upon which the Government 
lien rests are incomplete at the outlets, and 
practically without terminals and other in- 
dispensable adjuncts. These could not be 
embraced or controlled in proceedings for 
the foreclosure of the liens, and could omly 
be availed of to complete the lines whic 
might be acquired by the Government un- 
der foreclosure. — 


Southern Pacifie Independent. 


Cuicaco, May 1.—The Chairman of the 
Transcontinental Passenger Association 
yesterday refused relief to the Southern 
Pacific in the matter of making reduced 
rates to the convention of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, to be held in 
San Francisco next July. The competitors 
of the Southern Pacific voted against mak- 
ing any reduction in rates, although the 
Canadian Pacific is reported to have of- 
fered concessions. The Southern Pacific will 
robably give notice of independent action. 
Khe Northwestern Road gave notice yes- 
terday that it would make the same rates 
from the Atlantic seaboard to Australia via 
San Francisco 9s the Canadian’ Pacific 
makes via Vancouver. At the request of 
the Northwestern a proposition to remove 
trans-Pacific business from the Western 
Passenger Association agreement has been 
submitted to a vote.

A. J. Little Under Arrest. 


A. J. Little, who handled packages at the pub- 
lic stores. for the American Express Company, 
was arrested yesterday, charged by the cus- 
toms officials with having defrauded the Gov- 
ernment by means of forged permits. Commis- 


sioner Alexander placed him under $5,000 bail. 
He will be examined on May 11. Deputy Col- 
lector Phelps, who prepared the charges, said 
that Little seemed to have withdrawn packages 
for the express company on which the Govern- 
ment received nothing and the company paid 
21 cents per package. It is charged that when 
he received a permit for the withdrawal of one 
package, paying 21 cents for the same, he 
changed the permit to make it call for several 
packages. By arene the express company 21 
cents per package, it is estimated that he made 
$300 in the last three months. The complaint on 
which the arrest was made charged forgeries by 
which the Government was swindled out of 
fees for four packages, or 84 cents. Little de- 
clared hiS innocence, and denounced the arrest 
as an outrage. Baill was furnished for him 
by his uncle, Andrew Little, of 17 East Sixty- 
second Street. 





Hart by a Bursting Steam Chest, 


The steam chest of an engine in the basement 
of Lord’s Court Building, at the southwest

The Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
yesterday handed down a decision in the case of 
William H. Dieffenbach against the New-York, 
wake Erie and Western Railroad Company, affirm- 
ing a judgment for $25,000 damages for personal 
injuries. Dieffenbach was badly hurt in a col- 
lision at Lackawaxen, on March 16, 1898, while 
in his berth in a sleeping car.

On a motion to set the judgment 
aside as excessive the Court reduced the amount 
to $25,000, and Dieffenbach accepted the reduc- 
tion. The railroad company refused to pay, 
claiming that the amount was still excessive, 
and appealed to the Appellate Division.

EX-SENATOR WALLACE DYING.

Mr. Wallace was born in 1827 in Cleare 
field, Penn., and was admitted to the bar in 
1847. He became a member in 1862 of the 
Pennsylvania State Senate and served 
through five terms, being Speaker of the 
body in 1871. He was Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee of Pennsylvae 
nia for five years, and from 1875 to 1881 he 
was a member of the United States Senate. 

He returned to the State Senate of Penn- 
sylvania in 1882, and was the author of the 
arbitration statute of the State and of sev- 
eral amendments to the railroad laws. 

He was for some years engaged in rail- 
road business and the development of 
mineral property.

NOVELS OF THE SPRING, 


Another Work by Crawford. 
ADAM JOHNSTONE’S SON By F. Marion 
Crawford. With numerous illustrations. New- 
York: iMacmilian & Co. $1.50. 


Mr. Crawford may have only one style, 
but he writes in many manners. It is 
something of a shock to the reader—though 
a gentle sheck, assuredly—to fall upon this 
new work of a ‘rapid writer, while the 
memory of “Cada Braccio” is still fresh 
in the mind. The locale is still Italian, and 
no other modern writer of fiction treats 
Italian scenic effects more -cleverly than 
Mr. Crawford. The place now is Amalfi, 
and the pictures of it, whether deliberately 
outlined and colored or only subtly sug- 
gested, are gratifying and measurably in- 
epiring. 

There are five or six personages of im- 
portance, and their, sccial 2nd domestic re- 
lations to each other are somewhat out of 
the common. What they do and say in a 
stay of ten or ttvelve deys at Amalfi makes 
the story, which is tenuous, and, in itself, 
of little m@ment. One must like Mr. Craw- 
ford in his least impressive manner, or he 
will not cere to read ‘‘ Adama Johnstone’s 
Son.” 

A liking for Crawford, however, is easily 
acquired, and once possessed is not to be 
easily shaken off. When one has become 
used to him. his thinnest stories are at 
least mildly entertaining. The ethical 
problems he advances are often worthy of 
consideration, though he does not always 
try to solve them. In the present work 
we confess it is not so much the outcome 
of the love adyenture of Mr. Brook John- 
stone and Miss Clare Bowring that inter- 
ests us—which is all the better as there is 
no outcome—as the close study of moods 
and the expr2ssion of them in polite society. 
How Clare looked when she said something 
and meant something else, and what the 
person she spoke to thought she meant 
from the expression of her face—such reve- 
lutions suggest a branch of inquiry to 
which the student of human nature cannot 
give tou muct. study. 

Long conversations, which are always 
moderately sprightly, make up the book. 
In the end, as we have said, nothing of 
moment has happened. Clare has had an 
“experience” which would not be likely 
to blight the life of any sensible girl, and 
has learned something about her mother 
that she ought to have known, and the 
reader has been loitering in and about an 
inn at Amalfi in good weather, barring a 
Gay of showers, and feels that he really 
knows something of the place. As for Sir 
Adam Johnstone, if he is a possible human 
being, he is certainly the most preposter- 
ous old cad any writer has ever exalted to 
brief dignity in a work of fiction.

“Pirate Gold” is a story which begins 
with commercial Boston of 1830, when 
India Wharf was crowded with shipping, 
The Bowdoins, father and son, were the 
leading merchants, and they had for con- 
fidential clerk James McMurtag, a Scotch- 
man. One day there sailed into Boston 
Harbor one of the Bowdoins’ ships, and 
she had captured red-handed a piratical 
crew. Among the prisoners was Romolo 
de Soto, reputed to be Captain of the pi- 
rates. On landing, this de Soto transferred 
to one of the Bowdoins a bag containing 
nearly $17,000 in Spanish gold, and to Mc- 
Murtag a little girl who called herself 
Mercedes. There were some extenuating 
circumstances with regard to de Soto. 
Justice being quick and sharp in those 
days, the entire crew, with the exception

St. Clair 
commits a breach of trust, and unless 
Mercedes can obtain $17,000 her husband 
wiil go to prison. McMurtag now makes 
use of the pirate’s money, which may or 
may not belong to Mercedes. Mr. and 
Mrs. St. Clair die miserably in New-Or- 
leans, leaving a little girl, whom McMur- 
tag cares for. The taking of the pirate’s 
gold is a source of misery to McMurtag, 
who saves till he has repaid it into the 
vaults of the Bowdoin bank. De Soto, 
who dies in the same hospital as. the St. 
Clairs, declares Mercedes to be his daugh- 
ter and heir to the pirate’s gold.

vague; supposably the period belongs to 
the close of the last century. The story is 
tola by a serving woman attached to the 
family of the Squire of the Grange. The 
Squire, whose name is never given, is mar- 
ried to a woman he dearly loves, and he is 
the father of a little girl. The Squire one 
morning bids his wife and baby good-bye 
and goes out to a fox hunt. On his return 
home he passes over the crest of a comb, 
or hill; in the valley below he sees a dance 
of the devils. Hounds slink off, horses 
shiver, and the Squire and his huntsmen 
have a presentiment that something dread- 
ful is about to happen, and the Squire is 
not mistaken. On his arrival at the grange 
he finds that his wife is a maniac end that 
his little girl has been spirited away. He 
summons up his household and questions 
them. Nance Darvel he suspects of having 
had a hand in the cruel work. He is about 
to strike Nance, with the green eyes, when 
she “ witches” him and he is unable to 
punish her. The Squire’s wife dies, and the 
child canhot be found. 

Nance does not abandon the neighbor- 
hood, but lives in a hut on one of the 
combs. She has with her a child whose 
name is Malvina. To console the Squire in 
his bereavement, his sister, who lives in 
London, sends him her own little boy, who 
is adopted by the Squire. It is plain at 
once that Malvina is the Squire’s lost 
daughter, though that fact is only clear at 
the beginning to the young Squire, who 
falls in love with her. You now seek what 
might have been the reasons Nance had 
for kidnapping the baby. Years before 
Nance had fallen in love with the Squire, 
without any advance on his part. When 
the Squire had married, she had sworn to 
do all the evil she could to him and his. A 
double event closes this story. Malvina 
having been proved to be the Squire’s 
daughter, marries the young Squire, and 
the green-eyed witch, Nance Darvel, is 
killed by a stroke of lightning. Although 
there is nothing novel in the plot of Gra- 
tiana Chanter’s romance, it is vigorously 
written in old-fashioned rural English. 





LITERARY NOTES, 


—Messrs, Little, Brown & Co. have in 
preparation a third volume by Mrs. Maud 
Wilder Goodwin. Mrs. Goodwin's other 
works, “ The Colonial Cavalier’ and “ The 
Head of a Hundred,” have been widely 
praised. The latter especially has been 
liked for its fidelity to conditions that ex- 
isted in early Colonial Virginia, no less 
than for its sweetness of spirit and charm 
of tone. The new work. has the title 
“White Aprons,” and is a romance of the 
time of Bacon’s Rebellion in. Virginia—1676. 


—The Werner Co. will soon publish “‘ The 
Story of Cuba,’”’ by Murat Halstead. Mr. 
Halstead visited Cuba last March, and in 
circumstances which gave him exceptional 
opportunities to acquire the information 
most needed in such a book. The volume 
will be awaited with interest and is quite 
certain to receive the attention it merits. 


—The Transatlantic Company has in press, 
and will soon publish, ‘‘ Memoirs of a Little 
Girl,” by Winiford Johnes, who has tried to 
do for girls and women what Mark Twain 
did for boys and men in ‘‘ Tom Sawyer.” 


—Another edition is arnounced of Bos- 
well’s life of Johnson—as if Birbeck Hill’s 
were not final. It is to be prepared by Au- 
gustine Birrell, who will contribute notes 
and an introduction. The number of vol- 
umes will be six. 

—What should be an interesting book is 
in preparation in England by Raymond 
Beazley—a history of travel and geograph- 
ical science from the time of the conversion 
of the Roman Empire to the eleventh cen- 
tury. The first volume, which has fac similes 
and maps, attempts to give an account of 
the more important geographical move- 
ments of the early Middle Ages, the pur- 
pose being to illustrate the course of the 
pioneer enterprise which preceded the dis- 
coveries of the fifteenth and sixteenth cent- 
uries. The title of the book will be “‘ The 
Dawn of Modern Geography,’ and the pub- 
lisher John Murray. 


—Swinburne’s new poem, “The Tale of 
Balern,’”’ will be published before the end 
of May. Since ‘“Astrophel and Other 
#oems’”’ appeared, two years ago, he has 
issued only a volume of essays called

are Evelyn Abbott and Prof. Lewis Camp- 
bell. John Murray wut publish the book, 
and there will be two volumes. 


—Mrs. Oliphant’s book on Joan of Are in 
the Heroes of the Nation Series is nearly 
ready. 


—A volume on Bohemia written by C. BE. 
Maurice will be the next issue in the Story 
of the Nations Series. 


—The Chap Book will not come to New- 
York after all: It will remain in Chicago 
with H. S. Stone & Co. as publishers and 
Herbert S. Stone as editor. 


—It is announced that the publication is 
contemplated of the earliest letters which 
the East India Company received from its 
Captains and agents in the East. They 
contain accounts of the early operations 
of the company and its struggles with the 
Dutch and Portuguese for control of the 
commerce of India and the Eastern Archi- 
pelago.

ter. When the Bicycle Baggage bill was 
pending they made an idol of Assemblyman 
W. W. Armstrcng of Rochester, who had 
charge of their bill, and succeeded in get- 
ting the wheel classified by law as a grip- 
sack, as Senator Cantor had previously 
succeeded in getting it classified as a ve- 
hicle. 

Last evening it was proposed to honor Mr. 
Armstrong by giving him a dinner-at the 
Hotel Savoy. It was naturally to be ex- 
pected that the bicycle riders who tour ali 
over the country, and talked loudly about 
what their rights were, and what they 
wanted, would turn out in such numbers 
that the hotel would fail to accommodate 
them. But a head tax of $3 per plate for 
the dinner seemed to dampen the enthusi- 
asm of the “bicycle must be baggage’ 
men and women, 

At all events, for some reason but about 
150 ladies and gentlemen appeared to 
partake of the very dainty dinner seryea 
in the brilliantly lighted ballroom of the 
hotel. The bunches of colors in the roses 
and tulips, lilacs and arbutus, and the vivid 
green of the potted plants scattered about 
served to accentuate the brilliancy of the 
gold and silver and white of the decora- 


tions of the room, making it altogether 
warm and light and brilliant. 

What Assemblyman Armstrong’s recep- 
tion may have lacked in numpers was 
made up in enthusiasm, however, the score 
of ladies present leading the men in this 
respect. 

Seated at the raised table at the east 
end of the room was the guest ofthe even- 
ing, at the right of George R. Bidwell, the 
somewhat portly, but jocular and thor- 
oughly witty, Chairman and toastmaster. 
He is the Chairman of the Committee on 
Transportation of the League of American 
Wheeimen, and one of the hard workers 
whose labors did much to secure the pas- 
sage of the bill. Seated at the table were 
also Dr. R. Ottolengui, Chairman of the 
Committee of Arrangements; Chief Consul 
Isaac B, Potter of New-York State, Chief 
Consul Robert Gentle of New-Jersey, Ster- 
ling Elliott of Boston, President of the 
league; A. C. Morrison of Milwaukee, Sec- 
ond Vice President of the league; Senator 
Jacob L. Cantor, W. G. Oppenheim, the 
inevitable Lawson N. Fuller, and late in 
the evening Col. George E. Waring, Jr., 
Street Cleaning Commissioner. M. L. Bride- 
man and E. J. Tinsdale of the Cyclists’ 
Federation were neither one at the guests’ 
table; nor was St. Clair McKelway otf 
Brooklyn, who was invited, and had up to 
this time a clean record of never having 
declined an invitation to a dinner. Gen. B. 
F. Tracy, Dr. Chauncey M. Depew, Mayor 
Strong of this city, Mayor Wurster of the 
late City of Brooklyn, and several other 
speakers who were expected failed to ap- 


pear. 

Nevertheless? there was the most cordial 
sort of a reception to Assemblyman Arm- 
strong when, in spite of the presence of 
the ladies, cigars were lighted, and the 
formal exercises of the evening begun. 
These had a delightfully informal air about 
them, and there was a feeling of perfect 
good-fellowship all through the evening. 

Dr. Ottolengui began proceedings by turn- 
ing the conduct of affairs over to Mr. Bid- 
well, who proved the happiest sort of a 
toast-master, with a pat story, a witty 
remark, or a happy bit of fun injected 
here or there, and always at opportune 
moments. 

Assemblyman Armstrong modestly dis- 
claimed all the credit for the passage of 
the bill, and said that to Chief Consul Pot- 
ter the chief credit belonged. He had been 
received by the singing of the chorus,

wheelmen, as but little of the credit for the 
passage of the bill was due to him, and 
most of it to Messrs. Potter and Bidwell 
and the solid front of the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen. 

Other speakers were Isaac B. Potter, who 
urged concerted action and organized effort 
before the Legislature next year in favor of 
good roads; Lawson N. Fuuer, who poomed 
his Washington Heights real estate, as us- 
ual, and told how he could drive a four-in- 
hand team; Senator Jacob L, Cantor, Stan- 
ton Elliott, who spoke of wheelmen in pol- 
itics; Dr. G. E. Blackham, who talked 
about old-time cyclists; A. C. Morrison, 
whose topic was cycling in the West, and 
W. G. Oppenheim, who talked about “ The 
By and By of Cycling.”

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THE “LOGICAL CANDIDATE.” 


It seems safe to assume, as everybody 

does assume, that the victory of Mc- 
KINLEY in the State Convention of Il- 
linois greatly aids, if it does not as- 
sure, his nomination at St. Louis. 
That would be a most absurd perform- 
ance, but its absurdity does not diminish 
its probability. McKIn vey is the “ log- 
ical ecandidate’”’ of the party only if 
protection is to be the principal issue, 
which is highly improbable. The most 
pressing question to be decided by the 
people of the United States this year is 
the question, ‘‘ What is a dollar?” It is 
because that question has been left open, 
and nobody can be sure how it will be 
answered, that business remains dull, 
confidence in the future is not restored, 
and enterprise is paralyzed. It is not at 
all because a tariff was passed which, 
through treachery within, the Democratic 
Party, fell very far short of fulfilling the 
pledges upon which that party secured 
the power of framing a tariff and of 
meeting the just expectations of the 
country, and which in many of its sched- 
ules is but a slight modification of the 
McKinley law. 
So far as there is any popular enthusi- 
asm for McKINLEY in the Republican 
Party, it is founded upon a popular de- 
lusion. This delusion is that the stagna- 
tion of business was due to such tinker- 
ing of the McKinley law as the Demo- 
cratic traitors allowed to be made. It is 
a delusion that has been carefully culti- 
vated by the managing politicians of the 
party, who are too intelligent to share it 
and who have much more practical rea- 
sons for favoring MCKINLEY’s candidacy. 
Their reason is an expectation that an 
offer to the protected manufacturers to 
write their own tariff schedules will be 
worth to the party an enormous cam- 
paign fund, of which they themselves 
will have the distribution. McKINLEY’s 
name undoubtedly does represent such 
an offer, and that is all it represents. 
But it is doubtful whether the offer will 
be so alluring to the manufacturers as 
the politicians believe. In this very Con- 
gress the Republicans have tried, not to 
pass a tariff, for that the President’s 
veto would have prevented, but to bring 
in a bill to show the bid they were will- 
ing to make for the support of the pro- 
tected manufacturers, and to show what 
they would do with a McKinley instead 
of a Cleveland in the Presidential chair. 
They have not been allowed even to 
bring in such a bill, being “‘ held up” by 
the “silver Senaitors,’’ who were so far 
in the right that the currency question is 
the most important issue in our politics, 
as they insisted that it was, although: 
they took the wrong side of it. They in- 
sisted that a promise of free coinage of 
silver at a false ratio should precede or 
accompany a promise of a manufactur- 
ers’ tariff. 

Some few protected manufacturers were 
willing to pay even this shameful price 
for the privilege of writing the next 
tariff. But they were so few that in the 
Manufactur ‘rs’ Club of Philadelphia, the 
very citadel of protection, they were over- 
whelmingly voted down. The protected 
manufacturers, as there represented, at 
once vindicated their own standing as 
men of business and not brigands, and 
served notices on the managing politi- 
cians of the Republican Party that there 
were lengths to which they would not 
go in behalf of another McKinley law, 
and that at the debasement of the cur- 
rency they drew the line. What guar- 
antee can the Republican politicians offer 
them that the price to be paid will be 
any less, even with a Republican major- 
ity in the next Congress and with Mc- 
KINLEY in the Presidential chair? With 
McKINLEY on a free-silver platform, the 
“silver States”’ would be appeased, and 
they might be appeased with a “ strad- 
dle” in the platform, justly interpreting 
it by the candidate as in effect a free- 
silver platform. But how about the man- 
ufacturers who are expected not only to 
acquiesce in this “ most filthy bargain,” 
but to supply the money for putting the 
contracting parties in a position to carry 
rit out? What reason have the manag- 
ing politicians to suppose that the man- 
ufacturers of Philadelphia will be more 
complaisant then they have thus far 
shown themselves or that the manufact- 
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than the manufacturers of Philadelphia? 
The politicians may be quite sure that 
the silver States, having already shown 
their power to paralyze the party, will 
use that power again. They may be 
quite right in assuming that McKINLEY 
will offer no obstacle to the passage of a 
Free Silver bill as an equivalent for a 
prohibitory tariff. But they are reckon- 
ing without the business community of 
the United States. And they have al- 
ready evidence that they are sedi 
without the very men whose contribu- 
tions they expect to secure by the nom- 
ination of McKinuey. For the protected 
manufacturers are, after all, members of 
that business community, and as such 
will decline to make a price for their own 
products, if that price is to be paid in 
fraudulent dollars. 


THE TAX-RATE HUMBUG, 


In discussing local and State tax rates 
we have always maintained that they 
afford no index of public economy, but 
politicians are constantly trying to 
humbug the people with them. The real 
question is, how large are the expendi- 
tures of public money, and are they 
economically applied? At the close of 
the session of the Legislature a parade 
was made of a reduction of the tax rate 
from last year’s 3.24 mills on the dollar 
to 2.69 mills, though the latter is con- 
siderably higher than that fixed by the 
last Democratic Legislature, notwith- 
standing the estimate of $3,000,000 of 
revenue from the new liquor tax. But in 
point of fact, the expenditures of the 
State Government were increased last 
year by several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and this year’s appropriations were 
several hundred thousand dollars in ex- 
cess of those of last year. 

How much relief does this change in 
the tax rate signify in direct taxation 
upon property? It means a payment of 
55 cents less on $1,000 of assessed valua- 
tion than last year. But for the liquor 
tax it would have been 9 cents more on 
the $1,000. The Chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee and other defenders 
of an improvident Legislature talked as 
though the liquor tax were so much 
gain, and did not come out of the pro- 
duction of the people’s industry just as 
much as any of the proceeds of any 
other form of tax. 

When people pay their tax bills there 

is no separation of the State and local 
taxes. They are paid together at a rate 
which include: that for State purposes, 
and much the la.ger part of the pay- 
ment is for local expenses. There is no 
gain in reducing the State rate if the 
local rate is increased as much or more. 
The only serious fault found with the 
liquor tax is the inequality of the por- 
tion taken by the State from cities and 
from towns, and every dollar taken by 
the State necessitates an added dollar 
to local taxes on property. If it is true 
that the State will receive $3,000,000 
from the liquor tax, much more than 
one-half of it will be drawn from this 
city. Suppose it is only one-half, then 
the city will have to raise $1,500,000 
more for local purposes than it would 
have had ‘to raise if the whole of the 
liquor tax collected here had been left to 
the local Treasury. 
The tax in this city for municipal ex- 
penses is about six times that for the 
city’s share ef State expenses. The 
cost of the City Government is con- 
stantly increasing, and this very Legis- 
lature added to it considerably. Besides 
increasing the number of municipal em- 
ployés and raising salaries in a number 
of cases, it provided for an issue of near- 
ly $10,000,000 of new bonds, not includ- 
ing those for dock improvements. . This 
may all have been necessary or wise, but 
it shows how heavy is the local burden 
and how it tends to grow heavier from 
year to year. The city needs for its own 
use so much in t&xes upon its own peo- 
ple that it is not just to force from it 
more than its fair contribution for the 
support of the State Government. If it 
pays four times as high a liquor tax as 
is paid in a village and eight times as 
much as is coilected in a rural town, it 
helps to reduce not only the State tax, 
but the local rates for those villages 
and towns, at the cost of an increase in 
its own local rate much greater than 
the reduction in its State rate. 

The effect of the liquor tax, so far as 
cities are concerned, will be to increase 
by its unequal operation the local tax 
rate much more than the State tax rate 
is decreased. If the proceeds were left 
to the cities it would be a relief to prop- 
erty; if it were equal in its operation, 
whatever went to the State would di- 
minish by so much the amount to be 
raised on assessment, but with its in- 
equality it compels the cities to contrib- 
ute more than their share to the State 
and make up their local revenues by a 
higher rate on property values. Itis a 
juggle intended to deceive and to cheat, 
and the whole pretense of a reduced tax 
rate is a shallow fraud. The rate is de- 
creased by robbery, and it could be 
wiped out by confiscating each year the 


amount necessary to meet expenses. 
—_——— 


TO DO WITH THE FIVE 
MILLIONS. 

Among the bills passed by the Legis- 
lature affecting this city is one authoriz- 
ing an expenditure of $5,000,000 for addi- 
tional school accommodations. Now, there 
is no doubt as to where these accommo- 
dations are most needed. The money 
should be expended in providing the 
means of primary education for all chil- 
dren who are now deprived of it. 

There is in this State a compulsory 
education law which requires that all 
children,not otherwise taught shall at- 
tend public schools a certain length 
of time between certain limits of age 
and receive instruction in elementary 
branches. That law has never been 
fully complied with in this city, and the 
chief plea in extenuation has been that 
it had not sufficient school accommoda- 
tions for all the children. It should ap- 
Ply all the resources available to supply- 
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should be amply provided for, and every 
child should receive an elementary train- 
‘ing in the schools before anything is done 
for extending secondary and higher in- 
struction. As speedily as the necessary 
schoolhouses can be constructed an end 
should be put to the complaint that there 
is not room for the children who are 
required by law to attend the public 
schools. 

With this increased provision of room 
there should be a reconstruction of the 
éoursés of Study and the system of teach- 
ing under which primary instruction and 
elementary training would be assured to 
all children in the schools before money 
or effort was bestowed upon “ advanced 
studies.” The upper grades should be 
simplified-and a system worked out 
which would stand firmly on a broad 
foundation instead of being flimsily ele- 
vated into a fantastic structure of many 
grades and variegated courses of study, 
frittering away the energies of teachers 
and giving pupils a smattering of lan- 
guages and s¢iences without genuine dis- 
cipline for the work of life.

. A GOOD VETO, 


Mayor STRONG should have the thanks 
of all sensible citizens for putting his 
veto on the bill giving the Fire Com- 
missioners control over the civil service 
examinations for appointments in their 
department. And our thanks should be 
the more hearty because he took time 
enough for his veto to make it fatal. The 
bill was bad, without excuse or pa_lia- 
tion. It was based on a bad principle, 
and its motive was as wrong as it well 
could be. 

The one purpose of the civil service 

provisions of the Constitution is to take 
away from politicians the power to give 
or get offices for party service past or 
future. In doing this the people secure 
the best service that can be got at-the 
lowest cost, since men will work harder 
for less pay when they know that to 
keep their places or to get better ones 
they have only to earn them. At the 
same time the right of all men to compete 
on equal terms for public employment is 
secured. To obtain these very great 
benefits, the civil service law provides 
that, in the main, appointing officers 
shall not have the tests of fitness for 
appointment in their own hands, because 
officers who would, if free, give places 
for party reasons would so apply the 
tests as still to do that. 
The Fire Commissioners asked for the 
control of the examinations solely be- 
cause they wished to run them for poli- 
tics; the Legislature granted the Com- 
missioners’ request for the same reason. 
In putting a stop to this wretched little 
game the Mayor has done a good piece 
of work, not only because it was a 
wretched game, but because, if he had 
let it su€ceed, it would have been played 
in all the departments, one after an- 
other, as fast as the spoilsmen were 
ready to seize them. 
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THE VIOLIN CASE, 

Nobody who has followed the testi- 
mony in the case against FLECHTER can 
entertain the least doubt that he has 
been justly condemned. It seems that 
he himself ascribed his conviction to his 
own lawyer, and indeed his lawyer in 
offering himself as a witness with a 
piece of testimony that turned out to be 
damaging to his client, very possibly 
contributed to the result and deserved 
the raillery directed at him in the clos- 
ing speech of the prosecutor. It must 
be owned, too, that his counsel exasper- 
ated the attendants upon the trial, and 
presumably the jury also, by turning 
the defense into a scurrilous attack upon 
the prosecution, which the Recorder 
might perhaps have stopped before he 
did. It is possible that this misbe- 
havior of the advocate was injurious to 
his client. But his conviction is never- 
theless clearly due to the overwhelming 
weight of the evidence against him. 
No doubt the trade of an expert in vio- 
lins has almost as many temptations as 
that of an expert in horses. Considering 
what must seem to him the inexcusable 
ignorance of many of his customers, there 
is a great pressure put upon him to take 
advantage of his knowledge by becoming 
a sharp practitioner. But this tendency 
may be resisted. There are not want- 
ing examples either of honest violin 
dealers or of honest horse dealers. When 
a family has subsisted for several gen- 
erations upon its inherited and ac- 
quired special knowledge, we may be 
sure that honesty is as requisite to it as 
skill. And, in London very conspicu- 
ously, the profession of a trusted ex- 
pert in violins is apt to be an hereditary 
calling. FLECHTER, however, seems 
never to have made any effort to re- 
sist the temptations of his calling, but 
to have fallen a facile victim to them. 
A lawsuit was the natural sequel of a 
transaction with him, and some of his 
lawsuits might with great propriety 
have been begun with an indictment 
instead of a complaint. The crime of 
which he has been convicted was of so 
peculiar a meanness as to deprive him 
of all sympathy. His conviction not 
only serves him right, but distinctly 
renders the buying of fiddles in New- 
York a safer transaction than it has 
been while he was engaged in selling 
them.

Quay, which seems to have been a joy- 
ous and confident game to corner pat- 
ronage and legislation, particularly legis- 
lation. © ope . 

That there is any great difference be- 
tween McKinury and Harrison as to 





the tarift, or between Hanwa and Quar 
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is, of course, absurd. With all of them 
the tariff is the thing they deal in. The 
favored interests want rates to suit 
them; the Republican Party can give 
such rates; McKINLEY and HARRISON 
alike are ready to trade tariff for votes 
or the equivalent of votes by which to 
satisfy their ambition. HANNA and 
Quay are competing for the business of 
running the party that can control the 
tariff trade. 

Senator TELLER, who is a sort of spe- 
cial partner in the tariff business, with 
a limited contribution to the capitai, but 
whose own line is silver, in his speech 
on Wednesday threw a lot of light on 
the way the traffic in legislation is car- 
ried on in the United States Congress. 
He and his friends wanted free coinage. 
President HARRISON, Mr. SHERMAN, Mr. 
McKINLEY, Mr, RED, and ail the other 
past and present candidates for the Re- 
publican nomination wanted a tariff. 
‘““We determined,” says Mr. TELLER, 
“that we would put a free-coinage bill 
upon the Tariff bill, [the McKinley Tar- 
iff bill,i which we knew we could do with 
the help of the Democrats. That we 
said we would do, and that is why the 
Senator from Ohio yitlded his judgment.” 
Under that threat, to save the tariff, Mr 
SHERMAN accepted the very bad Silver 
Purchase act of 1890. Mr. HARRISON 
accepted it, also, according to Mr. 
TELLER, not to save vetoing a free-coin- 
age bill, but to avoid vetoing a tariff 
bill with a free-coinage bill tacked to it. 

What a fine, thriving, driving business 
it all is! It could not be carried on if 
there were no tariff rates to deal in, and 
that, quite as much as any conviction as 
to protection, is the reason why tariff 
agitation is still kept up in this country, 
which has outgrown protection as com- 
pletely as an adult has outgrown his 
swaddling clothes. 








According to The London+«News, Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND’s reference, in his Shake- 
speare birthday letter, to the ties that bind 
together the English-speaking nations, was 
made with “a deliberate intention to fa- 
cilitate the closing of an unpleasant episode 
in the relations of Great Britain and the 
United States.”’ This is giving to a straight- 
forward statement of fact a depth of sig- 
nificance hard to justify, perhaps, partic- 
ularly as the President long ago selected 
and quite openly proclaimed the means that 
to him seemed best calculated to “ facill- 
tate the closing’’ of another “ episode,”’ 
to which The London News carefully ab- 
stains from referring. It is a Ilitttle 
wearisome to notice that the English 
papers all make what must be an intention- 
al mistake in this matter, and prefer to 
treat a symptom rather than the cause 
in dealing with the ailment now afflicting 
those blessed “ties.”’ The symptom is 
grave, to be sure, but the way to cure it is 
perfectly well known on both sides of the 
water. ? 





Were it not that the testimony of sey- 
eral witnesses directly contradicts the story 
told by the man KeurTz, it would not be 
difficult to believe that the accident which 
caused the death of Miss SCHUMACHER oc- 
curred in exactly the way he describes. 
KEUTZ says he was driving along One Hun- 
dred and Sixth Street, when the young 
woman attempted to pass him. Both were 
moving rapidly, but both were on the right 
side of the roadway, and there was plenty 
of room. Suddenly Miss SCHUMACHER lost 
control of her machine, and a moment later 
ran directly into the wagon. There ig evi- 
dence that it was reckless driving and not 
unskillful riding that caused the disas- 
ter, and yet every one who has noted the 
peculiarities of bicyclists, and especially of 
women bicyclists, must have seen, time 
and again, cases of momentary panic as 
inexplicable and as needless as that by 
the narration of which KreuTz endeavors to 
exculpate himself. People have not yet 
been riding bicycles long enough to have 
acquired an instinctive knowledge of what 
to do when confronted by perils so sudden 
that even hasty reasoning upon them is 
impossible. When afoot, humanity is 
guarded and guided at such moments by 
muscular actions almost wholly involun- 
tary. These “reflex movements” play a 
great part in life, and are among the most 
valuable legacies inherited from our an- 
cestors. Our ancestors, unfortunately, made 
no preparation for the new implement of 
locomotion, and the consequence is that a 
great multitude of persons are called upon 
to develop at once certain instincts at va- 
riance with all their other instincts, or else 
to use their brains much more rapidly than 
brains are accustomed to be used, They 
can do neither the one thing nor the other, 
and hence the frequent accidents.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 1.—The General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcepal 
Church, which will be in session for one 
month, was called to order in the Central 
Armory this morning by Bishop Bowman, 
the oldest of the Methodist Bishops. 
There dre four accredited women dele- 
gates to the conference, and their admis- 
sion will cause one of the hottest fights 
ever waged in the conference.

NEW DOMINION CABINET. 


Cempleted by Sir Charles Tupper, and 
the Members Sworn In, 


OrtTawa, Ontario, May 1.—Sir Charles 
Tupper, the new Canadian Premier, has 
completed the work of reconstructing the 
Cabinet, and the members were sworn in 
this afternoon. With two exceptions, the 
changes are all in the Quebec representa- 
tion. Neither Sir Adolphe Caron, late Post- 
master General, nor the Hon. J. A. Ouimet, 
late Minister of Public Works, are-in the 
new Cabinet, their places being filled re- 


spectively by the Hon. L. O. Taillon, who 
has resigned the Premiership of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec to enter the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and Senator Alphonse Desjardins, 
late Minister of Militia. The Hons. A. R. 
Angers and J. J. Ross, members of the 
Senate, also will come in, the former to 
take the position of President of the Privy 
Council, and the latter to be without a 
portfolio. 

The other changes are the substitution 
of Lieut. Col. D. Tisdale, member of Par- 
liament, as Minister of Militia, in place of 
the Hon. Mr. Desiardins, and Hugh J. Mac- 
donald, son of the late Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald, in place of the Hon. M. Daly, as 
Minister of the Interior, and the appoint- 
ment of Sir C. H. Tupper to the position 
of Solicitor General. The last-named po- 
sition does not carry with it a seat in the 
Privy Council. 

The following is the official list of the 
new Cabinet: President of the Council—A. ’ 
R. Angers; Postmaster General—L. O. Tail- 
lon; Minister of Marine and Fisheries—John 
Costigan; Minister of Railways—John_ G. 
Haggart; Minister of Finance—George Fos- 
ter; Public Works—A. Desjardins; Minister 
of Justice—A. R. Dickey; Minister of Mi- 
litia—Lieut. Col. Tisdale; Minister of ri- 
culture—W. H. Montague; Minister of In- 
terior—Hugh John Macdonald; Secretary of 
State—Sir Charles Tupper: Minister of 
Trade and Commerce—W.B. Ives; Controller 
of Customs—J. F. Wood; Controller of In- 
land Revenue—Lieut. Col. E. G. Prior; So- 
licitor General—Sir C. H. Tupper; Ministers 
without portfolio—Sir Frank Smith, Donald 
Ferguson, and Senator Ross. 

Sir A. P. Caron, it is said, will go to Lon- 
don as High Commissioner, Sir Donald 
Smith, who was appointed to that position 
recently, making way for him, while Mr. 
Ouimet has an offer of a seat on the bench 
of the Court of Appeals. Senator Desjar- 
ding and Senator Angers are to resign their 
seats in the Senate. 

TORONTO, Ontario, May 1.—A Montreal 
dispatch to The World (Government organ) 
says: ‘‘ The Quebec Government is without 
a head, as the Hon. L. O. Taillon has re- 
signed the Premiership and has gone to 
Ottawa to be sworn in as a member of Sir 
Charles Tupper’s administration. He will 
have for French colleagues the Hon, A. R. 
Angers, the Hon. Alphonse Desjardins, and 
the Hon. J. J. Ross, ex-Premier of Que- 
bec. This indicates the retimement of Sir 
Adolphe Caron and the Hon. J. A. Ouimet 
from the Cabinet.”

Treasury Receipts and Expenditures. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Official Treasury figures 
make the Government deficit for the ten months 
of the fiscal year to date $23,456,190. The re- 
ceipts for the period named were $274,892,733 
+9 the expenditures $298,347,928. As compared 
with the corresponding months of 1895, the re- 
ceipts show an increase of $14,000,000 
expenditures a decrease of nearly Fg 
receipts for April just past were 24,282, 693 
the éxpenditures $28,087,381, making a deficit for 
the month of $4,704,488. 

As compared with April, 1895, the receipts for 
this year show an increase of only $35,000, but 
the expenditures are $4,000, less, Nearly 
$2,000,000 of this decrease is in pension payments 
and $1,000,000 in public improvements under the 
War Department. Interest charges show an in- 
crease over April, 1806, of $3,500,000, and since 
July 1, 1895, $32,108,8¢4 has been paid on this

T. C. Platt’s machine. The little yarn 
about Platt never having tried to influence 
the Governor in this matter, which has 
been given out so freely by Mr. Platt’s 
friends, is ridiculous. The official an- 
nouncement that Gov. Morten was a candi- 


date for the nomination at St. Louis came 
with the new year within a few hours of 
the beginning of the [egislative session. 
Mr. Platt knew long before then that he 
had absolute control over the Legislative 
branch of the Government. To carry out 
his schemes of legislation completely he. 
wanted a club over the Governor's head. 
He also had control of the machinery which 
would nominate seventy-two delegates to 
the St. Louis Convention. Besides that, he 
was on trading terms with Quay, Clark- 
son, and other bosses, who then thought 
they could manipulate delegations in vari- 
ous parts of the eountry. Under these con- 
ditions it was not worth while for the Gov- 
ernor to allow a Presidential bee to buzz 
in his hat unless he was disposed to keep 
on good terms with Mr. Platt, and that was 
just what Mr. Platt was after. 
Mr. Platt Was accused early in the game 
of a lack of sincerity in his support of 
Gov, Morton. He was charged with having 
brought Mr. Morton into the field simply 
to furnish‘a rallying point for the New- 
York delegates, and many skiliful politicians 
who watched the course of events and who 
knew Mr. Platt, maintained that when the 
time came Mr. Platt would “dump” Mr. 
Morton like a load of sand, and put the 
delegates to St. Louis where they could 
ae to the — advantage for Platt. 
appears to a good many politicians 
now that this was only a part of the game; 
that Mr. Platt was more interested in the 
Morton boom because of its effect on Mor- 
ton than from any advantage he might get 
by holding the delegates in a solid bunch. 
Mr. Platt doubtless has been pleased to 
Some. extent with the way his scheme 
worked. Gov. Morton, who is a peace-lov- 
ing man at all times, has dealt gently 
With some of Mr. Platt’s choicest meas- 
ures." At times open threats have been 
made against the Governor that refusal 
to obey machine orders would cost him 
delegates at St. Louis. 
One such occasion was when the Albany 
Police bill, which the Governor signed to- 
day, was before him for the first time. That 
bill was drawn in the interest of the Al- 
bany section of the Platt machine, and was 
designed’ specifically to make William 
Barnes, Jr., Mr. Platt’s lientenant in thig 
county, the dictator of Republican ma- 
chine politics hereabouts, 
The Governor objected to some of the 
dill’s provisions, and was preparing to veto 
it. Mr. Barnes openly made the threat that 
a@ veto would cost at least two votes in St. 
Louis, and would make trouble generally 
for the Governor. 
The latter made a show of withstanding 
these threats, and insisted that the bill 
be withdrawn for amendment. A com- 
promise was agreed upon, whereby the bill 
was withdrawn, amended in some unim- 
portant particulars, and, after again going 
through the legislative mill, it became a 
law, and Mr. Platt and Mr. Barnes have 
about what they wanted. 
The disgraceful part of this whole at- 
tempt of Mr. Platt to control a Governor as 
well as a Legislature is that an effort was 
made to work one end of the Morton boom 
for business purposes, Platt allowing his 
son’s law firm, Tracy, Boardman & Plait, 
to use it as a means to influence the Gov- 
ernor’s action on bills in which, in behalf 
of various corporations, this firm was in- 
terested. 
Representatives of this firm have been 
constantly invading the Executive Cham- 
ber, favoring or opposing bills before the 
Governor in which corporations which 
were its clients were interested. 
It ought to be said to the Governors 
credit that the fact that the “ organiza- 
tion’’ favored or opposed a given measure 
has not been as potent in the Governor’s 
chamber as it has in the legislative hall. 
It is doubtful, in view of the news from 
Illinois, that the club can be used effectively 
in reference to certain bills now before the 
Governor during the next thirty days. It 
is already rumored that the delegates to 
St. Louis who are controlled by Platt are 
mighty anxious to know whither Platt is 
leading them. 
“ What,” some of them are asking, “ can 
Platt do with McKinley nominated? What 
sort of a position will we be in when we 
get to St. Louis?” 
It is probable that the news from Illinois 
has hurt Platt more than it has any other 
anti-McKinley boss. He is likety not only 
to have trouble in delivering his delegates 
at St. Louis, but he is more than likely 
to find himself in great political distress 
when he shall attempt to name the Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor this Fall. 
Such anti-Platt sentiment as there is in 
the State, so far as it has come to any 
head in the contest for National delegates, 
is for McKinley. If it shall turn out at 
St. Louis that McKinley has the nomina- 
tion to a certainty, the New-York dele- 
ates, according to present indications, will 
fo in the position of joining in a mass the 
anti-Platt ranks, or of refusing to get on 
the band wagon and remaining with Platé 
outside the breastworks.

LORD LOCH OF DRYLAW DENIES. 


Former Governor of Cape Colony Did 
Not Suggest Invasion. 


LONDON, May 1.—In the House of Lords 
te-day Lord Loch of Drylaw, who, as Sir 
H. B. Loch, was Governor of the Cape of 
Good Hope and British High Commissioner 
ef South Africa from 1889 to 1895, when 
he received his present rank and title, made 
an emphatic denial of the statement in- 
volving him in the invasion. of the Trans- 
wall by Dr. Jameson. 

The statements which he refuted were, in 
effect, that he had, while Governor of Cape 
Colony, suggested an invasion of the Trans- 
vaal to the Johannesburg committee; that 
he had also offered to support a rebellion 
with troops, and that he had in other ways 
encouraged or incited hostile action against 
the Boer Republic. 

Lord Loch said that he had never pro- 
Posed to the Reform Committee an inva- 
sion of the Transvaal; had never intimated 
that he would support such a movement; 
had never asked Lionel Phillips if Johannes- 
burg would hold out; nor had he ever 
ost Spee to intervene in the event of a re- 

ellion, as had been alleged. Lord Den- 
bigh said he did not think that the matter 
called for any action on the part of Par- 
Hament at present.

Li HUNG CHANG IN RUSSIA. 


He Will Be Guided in This Country 
by a Customs Official, 


St. PETERSBURG, May 1.—Li Hung Chang, 
the extraordinary representative of the 
Emperor of China at the ceremonies at- 
tending the coronation of the Czar of Rus- 
sia in Moscow, arrived here yesterday. He 
was received by the Russian authorities 
and the Chinese Legation, and was also 
provided with a guard of honor, 

Li Hung Chang made a few remarks in 
response to his greeting by the Russian 
authorities, expressing his good wishes for 
the welfare of the Czar. After this for- 
mality he entered a State carriage and 
was driven to the Hotel d’Europe. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—With reference to 
the proposed visit of Grand Secretary Li 
Hung Chang to the United States on his 
way home from the Czar’s coronation, 
Charles Denby, United States Minister at 
Pekin, has notified the State Department 
that in order to facilitate the journey 
through Europe and America, Sir Robert 
Hart, Inspector General of the Imperial 
Chinese Maritime Customs, has arranged 
to designate a member of the Chinese Cus- 
toms Service of the nationality of each 
country he will visit to accompany him 
while in that counrry. 

Mr. von Grot, a Russian citizen and 
Deputy Commissioner of Chinese Customs, 
has been directed to make the first stage 
from Pekin to Moscow. In Germany, 
France, and England, the Grand Secretary 
will be met by Chinese customs officials of 
these respective nationalities. 

Edward B. Drew. an American citizen, 
for many years a Commissioner of Chinese 
Customs, and now on leave of absence in 
America, has been directed by Inspector 
General Hart to place himself at Li Hung 
‘Chang’s disposition while the latter is pass- 
ing through this country. Mr. Drew’s wide 
knowledge of both China and America, 
says Mr. Denby, will make his selection an 
admirable one for this purposé, 





DIAMOND ROBBERS IDENTIYVIED.

CaPE Town, May 1.—Advices from Bula- 
wayo say that the condition there is un- 
changed. Articles of food are dearer than 
ever before, and steadily increasing in price. 

Cecil Rhodes has telegraphed to Capt. 
Duncan, commanding a wing of the forces 
around Bulawayo, saying that the effect of 
the Matabele rising will be to give the 
country a railway two years sooner than 
had been expected, 

It is reported that the Matabele are in 
command of the Salisbury Road, through 
which Cecil Rhodes’s advance is expected. 


Bishop’s Volunteers Against Cuba. 


MADRID, May 1—A meeting was held here 
to-day in accordance with the proposal of 
the Bishop of Madrid and others to organ- 
ize companies of volunteers for service 
against the rebels in Cuba. The meeting 
was crowded. Among those present were 
many of the most prominent personages in 
the diocese. Speeches were made and reso- 
lutions passed declaring in favor of putting 
the proposal of the Bishop into effect at 
once, and committees were appointed to 
make the necessary arrangements. 


A Cuban Battle Near Rematas. 


HAVANA, May 1.—The Cantabria Battalion 
has had an engagement near Rematas with 
the rebel bands of Lazo and Varona. The 
fight was a hot one, and the rebels lost 
over thirty killed and many wounded. The 
Spanish loss was one killed and four 
wounded.

When 
he came to her house on the morning of 
the wreck she noticed his nose was 
scratched. She sqid she had a conversation 
with Hildreth, but when asked what it 
was she hesitated and said she could not 
remember. 

She finally said he told her the, fast mail 
had been wrecked between Rome and 
Greenway.

Her daughters remained in their rooms 
and were overcome by the smoke. They 
were unconscious when rescued by firemen, 
but they and their mother recovered con- 
sciousness. One of the daughters, how- 
ever, was in a serious condition, and was 
taken to Gouverneur Hospital. 

The damage to the building and contents 
amounted to about $2,000.

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RAINES LAW IN TATTERS 


JOSEPH H. CHOATE ARGUES AGAINST 
DIVERTING PUBLIC MONEY. 





Strong Attack on the Constitution- 
ality of the Up-Country Bill—Dis- 
crimination Offensive to the Prin- 
ciple of Government—Cities Had a 
Right to be Heard on the Ques- 
tion of the Approval of the Meas- 
ure, 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 1.—Joseph H. Choate 
argued before the Court of Appeals this 
morning against the constitutionality of the 
Raines liquor tax law. His first point ‘was 
that the law was unconstitutional as re- 
gards the unequal tax levied for different 


sections of the State for the same pur- 
poses. Under the Raines law part of the 
revenues go into the State Treasury, and 
this being. the case, the inequality of the 
tax, he said, makes the unconstitutionality 
of the law beyond question. On this point 
he said: 


If the discrimination of the Raines law is 
upheld, I shall ask that the corporation and in- 
heritance tax laws be changed to eperate like- 
wise. The Legislature cannot, except by a two- 
thirds vote, divert public moneys, It will 


the financial officers of New-York, Brooklyn, 
and Buffalo, and so appointed special deputies 
to collect the tax in those localities. These 
special agents retain the moneys collected by 
them for ten days, against any claims of the 
localities. There is no doubt but that the reve- 
nues collected under the Raines law are public 
moneys, arid it is true that the Legislature had 
no right to give the loealities one-third of the 
revenues except by a two-thirds vote. The 
Raines law was passed by only a majority vote. 
If the Legislature car. appropriate moneys by 
a majority vote to localities, it ean also vote 
these moneys to private purposes or to individu- 
als. If the latter is wrong, so ts the former 
method in vogue under the Raines law. 


Mr. Choate referred to the Constitutional 
classification of cities into three groups 
and said: 


What right had the Legislature to not observe 
this classification when it graded the tax uhder 
the Raines law for the different cities of the 
State? Take the cities of the first class, for in- 
Stance, You find a different tax levied in each of 
the Cities of New-York, Brooklyn, and Buffalo. 
The Raines law was unconstitutional in attenipt- 
ing to group cities for purposes of taxation in 
violation of the Constitution. You classify for 
purposes of legislation so that cities of like re- 
quirements shall have the same general provisions 
of law to govern them. In enacting general legis- 
lation for cities, the Legislature must be guided 
by the Constitutional classification for cities. 
This Raines bill should have been submitted for 
approval or disapproval to the Mayors of every 
city in the State affected by it. The Governor 
considered this for some time, and finally got 
around it by taking the narrowest possible con- 
struction of the Constitutional provision, which 
says that all bills passed by the Legislature 
affecting municipalities shall be sent to the 
Mayors. The cities had a right to be heard on 
the proposition giving local option to towns and 
denying it to cities, as well as upon the provision 
wiping out excise boards. These questions vitally 
affected the affairs of cities. Whether a bill in 
whole or only in part affects the affairs of cities, 
the Mayors of those cities should have an oppor- 
tunity to pass upon it. 

Mr. Choate reviewed at brs; be the ine- 
quality of the tax and penalties provided 
for by the Raines law. e continued: 

It would be just as Constitutional for the 
United States to grade its internal reyenue tax 
as between the States as it is for the State of 
New-York to fix one tax rate for New-York, 
another for Brooklyn, another for Buffalo, and 
so on in othér sections of the State. 

The court wili take a recess for three 
weeks. A week’s session will then be held 
here, when the court will go to Saratoga to 
hold its usual Summer term. 





RAINES LAW ON LONG ISLAND. 


Nearly All Saloon Keepers Have 


Asked for Hotel Licenses, 


County Treasurer A. M. Darling of Suf- 
folk County yesterday granted the first 
license under the Raines law to H. L. 
Griffin, proprietor of the Griffin House, in 
Riverhead, The saloons in nearly all the 
towns in the county have been fitted up as 
hotels,-and-thus.far but very few applica- 
tions have been received for saloons, the 
proprietors all applying for hotel licenses. 
The County Treasurer has not received 
enough tax certificates to supply the de- 
mand, and has sent for more. 

As a result of the Raines law, no liquor 
was sold in the Freeport House, in Free- 
port, yesterday. The proprietors of the ho- 
tel withdrew all the intoxicating liquors 
from the bar and sold onlv non-alcoholic 
drinks. 

County Treasurer Joseph Dykes of Queens 
County has been overrun with applications 
for licenses. In some instances many of 
the licenses expired at mianight last night, 
while others hold good until July 1. All 
the saloon keepers who paid the license 
feeg but did not get their certificates will 
be allowed to do business on showing the 
receipt of the County Treasurer, It will 
be several days before they get their cer- 
tificates. 


WHAT’S THE RATE IN DUNKIRK? 





Interesting Question fer the 


Liquor Experts to Decide. 


An 


ALBANY, May 1.—An interesting phase of 
the liquor tax law has developed in_con- 
nection with the City of Dunkirk. The 
parties who made the State enumeration 
of that city in 1892 returned for it a popn- 
lation of a little over 10,000. Now e 
State Commissioner of Excise has been noti- 
fied that these same persons are ready to 
swear that the figures included people liv- 
ing in outlying territory. The city author- 
ities naturally desire to have the enumera- 
tion corrected, in order to gain a lower 
rate of tax. 

If it is proved that the city has a popula- 
tion under 10,000, the tax will be $105 for 
the old-style storekeeper’s license. If the 
city has a population over 10,000 the tax 
will be $200. 

It is not thought likely that the Excise 
Department will do anything in regard to 
the protest. 


Grocers and the Raines Law. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., May 1.—District Attor- 
ney Forsyth, in reply #0 a question as to 
when the saloon and grocery provision of 
the Raines law goes into effect; said to- 
day: 

“ After a more careful reading of. the 
statute, I have concluded that Section 22 
is not in effect a prohibition against the 


sale of liquor in connection with the gro- 
ecery business, where such business is con- 
ducted under a license granted by the old 
Board of Excise, but that that secttion was 
intended asa prohibition against the County 
Treasurer issuing a license under this bill 
in a case where a person was engaged at 
the same time in carrying on the business 
of selling dry goods or groceries or provis- 
ions or drugs. except at some place entirely 
distinct and separate from the place where 
such liquor business is conducted.”

Newark, N. J., May 1.—The story told 
the police by a woman whom Patrolman 
Adams of this city met on the street on 
Wednesday night and befriended has 
turned out to be untrue—the result of a 
disordered mind.

THE APRIL DEBT STATEMENT. 





Net Increase After Deducting Cash in 
Treasury of $5,945,416.62. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—The debt state- 
ment issued this afternoon shows a net in- 
crease in the public debt, less cash in the 
Treasury, during April of $5,945,416.62. The 
interest-bearing debt increased $4,908,000, 
the non-interest-bearing debt decreased 
$513,671, and cash in the Treasury decreased 
$1,551,087.62. The balances of the several 


classes of debt at the close of business 
April 80 were: Interest-bearing debt, $842,- 
212,140; debt on which interest has ceased 
since maturity, $1,651,790.26; debt bearing 
no interest, $374,414,400.64; total, 
878,330.90. 

The certificates and Treasury notes offset 
by an equal amount of cash in the Treas- 
ury outstanding at the end of the month 
were $560,594,253, a decrease of $2,315,000. 

The total cash in the Treasury was $863,- 
799,556.81. The gold reserve was $100,000,- 
000. The net cash balance was $170,0U0,- 
660.74. 

There was a decrease in the month in 
gold coin and bars of $3,439,250.55, the total 
at the close being $168,446,459.31. Of silver 
there was an increase of $1,655,372.43. 

Of the,surplus there was in National bank 
depositdries $26,698,590.70, against $27,010,- 
993.95 at the end of the preceding month, 





WOULD PRESERVE ADIRONDACKS. 


A Constitational Amendment to be 
Submitted to Voters. 


ALBANY, May 1.—Both branches of the 
Legislature adopted a concurrent resolution 
proposing an amendment to the State Con- 
stitution giving to the Commissioners of 
Game, Fisheries and Forests permission to 
lease small parcels of land, not to exceed 
five acres, in the Adirondack preserve to 
any person in the State, upon which may be 
erected cottages or camps, the lease to be 
at a nominal price. 

The State of New-York owns about 1,000,- 
000 acres of land in the counties constitut- 
ing the forest preserve—the greatest park 
in the world—all of which is practically 
within the Adirondack Park. Campers or 
cottagers would make the very best guard- 
fans of the forest,'as they would at all 
times be foresters, game protectors, and 
fire wardens. 

President Davis of the State Forest Com- 
mission thinks this is a wise amendment. 

Cottagers and campers will be a benefit to 
the forest, and the fund derived from 
leases could be used only for acquiring addi- 
tional lands in the forest preserve. 

The proposed amendment was adopted by 
the Legislature last year and will be voted 
on by the people at next Fall’s election.

ALBANY, May 1.—Gov. Morton has desig- 
nated William Rumsey of Bath, a Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the Seventh Ju- 
dicial District, as Associate Justice of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
for the First Judicial Department for the 
term of five years, vice Justice Charles C. 
Dwight, resigned.

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Senator Rogers Tells of the Proposi- 
tion Made by Thompson. 


Campen N, ‘J., May 1.—State Senator 
Maurice A, Rogers of Camden County, 
N. J., one ot the Republiéan leaders of 
the State, to-day swore that William J. 
Thompson, at one time best known’as the 
“Duke of Gloucester,” offered $75,000 if 
Rogers would induce three Republican Sen- 
ators to vote for certain race-track bills, 

The testimony was given while Senator 
Rogers was on the stand in the suit brought 
by Thompson against The Press Publishing 
Company of Philadelphia. The Press pub- 
lished a story in which it was alleged that 
Thompson was interested in gambling en- 
terprises, and on this publication the suit 
for libel was based. 

Senator Rogers stated that during the 
session of the Legislature of 1892 there 
were pending bills which iegalized pool- 
selling and bookmaking at the then exist- 
ing race tracks in the State. There was 
much opposition to the passage of the bills, 
One morning William J. Thompson of 
Gloucester entered Rogers’s room, Senator 
Rogers then continued: 


Upon entering my room he said there was a 
great amount of money invested in race tracks 
in this State, and they wanted the bills passed. 
He said that the Governor «would not sign the 
bills unless three Republicans would vote for 
them, and if I could get the three required 
Republicans he had $75,000 for me. I said to 
him I would not vote for the bills for the sake 
a3 the State of New-Jersey, and would not assist 

im, 

Senator Rogers once before accused 
Thompson of attempted bribery. It was 
just after the close of the session at which 
the attempt at bribery is alleged to have 
bee» made.

The barometer has fallen slowly over the dis- 
tricts east of the Mississippi and rapidly over the 
plateau regions, and has risen slowly from the 
Mississippi westward to the Rocky Mountains. 
‘The depression which was central over Iowa this 
morning has moved eastward to Northern Iili- 
nois, attended by a slight increase in energy, but 
it covérs a smaller area. The barometer con- | 
tinues high on the New-England coast, and it is 
lowest north of Montana, 

The temperature has remained about stationary 
east of the Mississippi, but it is cooler in the 
Lower Missouri Valley and warmer in the 
morthern portion of the upper lake region. Cloudi- 
ness continues in the Middle Atlantic States and 
the lower lake region, and light scattered showers 
are reported from the Mississippi Valley, the lake 
region, and on the Atlantic coast from New-Jersey 
to North Carolina, but the weather has been gen- 
erally fair during the day in the Southern States, 
the Ohio Valley, New-York, and New-England. 
Fair weather has also prevailed to the west of 
the Miss‘ssippi. 

Local showers are indicated for the lake region 
and Ohio Valley, and generally cloudy weather 
for the Middle Aélantic States, The weather will 
eontinue fair in New-England and generally fair 
in regions west of the Mississippi.

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MR, SAXTON ON ‘PRESIDENTIAL 
CHOICE IN HIS PART OF STATE. 


Major McKinley, He Says, Is Next on 
the List—Talks of the Ohio Man’s 
Positicn on the Money Question 
nnd the Attitude of the Parties 
on the Currency—Views on Work 
of the Legislature Just Closed— 
Comments on Consolidation. 


“Up in my part of the State,’ said Lieut. 
Gov. Charles ‘DP. Saxton yesterday to a re- 
porter for THE New-York Times, “ there 
is a strong and enduring sentiment in favor 
of the nomination of Gov. Morton as the Re- 
publican candidate for the Presidency. We 


all believe in sticking to him so long as his 
nomination seems possible, but if events 
should rule otherwise, McKinley would re- 
ceive nearly all the votes of our section as 
a second choice.” 

“Would not Mr. McKinley’s record on 
the financial question prevent him from 
getting support, in this State?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

“T cannot see that Mr. McKinley has 
been more unsound on the money question 
than any other prominent Republican,” re- 
plied Mr. Saxton. ‘‘ He has never been in 
favor of the free coinage of silver, nor is 
he in favor of it now. That means that he 
is in favor of maintaining the present gold 
standard. Of course he has been anxious, 
like prominent men of both parties, to give 
silver the freest possible circulation com- 
patible with the maintenance of gold as 
our one standard of measurement. 

** But, while both parties have been friend- 
ly to the silver element, the .Republican 
Party has always been essentially more in 
favor of sound money than the Democratic 
Party. This is partly due to the geograph- 
ical distribution of the Republican Party, 
covering, as it does, the large cities, the 
Seats of the commerce and industry of the 
country, in the North. 

“The silver craze, so far as it affected 
Northern States, was really at its height in 
1892, when it threw its influence in favor of 
the Democratic candidate for President not 
so much on his personal account as on 
account of the leanings of his party. Free 
silver, in my opinion, cannot now originate 
with the Republican Party. The St. Louis 
platform is sure to contain a plank definite 
enough to satisfy every sound-money man, 
and, numanly speaking, there seems to be 
no possible obstacle large enough to pre- 
vent the Republican candidate trom being 
the next President of the United States.” 
The reporter observed that both Clay and 
Blaine had been defeated in spite of very 
brilliant auspices at their nominations. 

‘** There was not a mistake made by either 
of those men or by their agents which 
might not be made next campaign without 
impairing , the Republican candidate’s 
chances,’”’ said Mr. Saxton. ‘‘ The country 
is sick to death of Democratic anarchy. 
The Administration has no following in 
Congress, and the party in Congress is 
without either a head or a common motive 
for action. The free-silver element from the 
South seems likely to swallow up the 
sound-money element in the North. I 
think the supineness of the Administration 
in its foreign policy up to the Venezuela 
message disgusted a great many persons, 
because the average American thinks our 
Government should always have a chip on 
its shoulder for foreign nations to knock 
off if they dare. I thoroughly sympathize 
with this feeling, though I acknowledge 
that the Administration must act with a 
sense of its responsibility and according to 
the recognized rules of international trans- 
actions. While the Administration recov- 
ered popularity by its action in the Vene- 
zuelan matter, the rebound was not suffi- 
cient to re-establish the party’s credit.’’ 

Mr. Saxton was asked what his impres- 
sions of the past session of the Legislature 
were. He replied: 

“TI think it will be found by a calm con- 
sideration of the work done that the Leg- 
islature has accomplished a great deal of 
good work, and that it will rank as one of 
the cleanest of recent years. 

‘There were only two measures of first- 
rate importance passed during the session. 
Of one of these—the Raines liquor-tax law— 
it was threatened that its enactment would 
cost the Republican Party the State next 
Fall. I do not believe this. The day of 
city and local excise boards is past. The 
time had come for the State to take 
charge of the traffic in liquor, and, with 
some minor modifications, the present law 
has come to stay. I do not, of course, 
know the sentiment in the large cities, but 
in the smaller towns and in the rural dis- 
tricts the feeling among respectable and 
intelligent persons independent of partisan 
considerations is in favor of the law. 

‘“‘In regard to the Greater New-York law 
I differed from many of my colleagues on 
the question of the opportuneness of passing 
a law in such terms. It would have suited 
every legitimate interest involved to have 
enacted a law setting a commission to 
frame a charter for acceptance by the in- 
habitants of the joint municipalities. If 
this charter had been judiciously framed, it 
would possibly have had the effect of con- 
verting many present Brooklyn opponents 
of consolidation to its favor. As it is, I 
do not believe in saying to a large number 
of good citizens: ‘ You must be consolidated 
whether you like the terms or not. The 
name of your birthplace must be changed. 
Whether you are to have any compensation 
for such disturbances is a matter of acci- 
dent which only the future can decide.’ 

“T have not studied the question of con- 
solidation very deeply, but on the surface 
it seems to benefit chiefly the real estate 
owners of Brooklyn, whose properties will 
be enhanced in value, and the wholesale 
merchants, who will have the business ad- 
vantage of selling under a New-York 
brand. But these are only classes. Wheth- 
er the material benefits of consolidation 
would extend to and embrace the whole 
community of both New-York and Brooklyn 
is a question which I am not prepared to 
answer. 

“At the same time, I have never been 
opposed to the consolidation of New-York 
and Brooklyn as prejudicial to the interests 
of the State or to the interests of the inland 
parts of it. I have always supposed that 
consolidation would come in the ripeness of 
time by the wish of all the parties directly 
interested. It is an open question whether 
the legislation just passed will hasten or 
retard true consolidation. It declares the 
cities one, but does nothing to make them 
any more united than they have been hith- 
erto.” 

Mr. Saxton said that the private-bill leg- 
isljation introduced at Albany during the 
past session was not so large as that of 
last year, though it still reached undue 
proportions. Fie spoke with good-humored 
regret of the failure of the plan devised by 
a committee of which he was Chairman 
to separate private-bill legislation from leg- 
islation of a public character. 

“There is a great deal that is legitimate 
in lobbying, using that term in its broad- 
est sense,’ said Mr. Saxton, “‘and it ought 
to be a problem for statesmen to find a 
proper channel for the expression of the 
opinions of those affected by any particular 
act of legislation. If private-bill legislation 
could be so arranged that all the parties in- 
terested might bring each its side of the 
ease before the committee which would 
have the right of decision, we might create 
a parliamentary bar, such as there is in 
England. These lawyers are, I believe, 
very highly paid for representing the great 
railway companies and great chartered cor- 
porations before parliamentary committees, 
and their work is considered very honora- 
ble. There is no reason why lawyers should 
not be employed in a similar manner to ap- 

ear before committees of our Legislature.

APPELLATE COURT RULES ON GOLD. 





Its Money Value as a Dollar Not Sub- 
ject to Any Change. 


Frank X. Sadlier, as receiver of the prop- 
erty of Cassidy & Adler, caused to be sold 
at public auction June 6, 1895, the house 
and lot 1388 West One Hundred and Thirty- 
third Street. The notice of sale said: 
* Nortgages—Subject to a mortgage of $16,- 
000, to be at 5 per cent. for about three 
years.”’ 

Louis Blank of 75 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street bought the prop- 
erty for $19,700, and paid 10 per cent. of 
the purchase money and $20 auctioneers’ 
fee to Spink & Martin, the auctioneers who 
conducted the sale. 

When Blanck went to close the sale July 
2, 1895, he refused to comply with the terms 
of sale on the ground that the sixteen- 
thousand-dollar mortgage was a gold mort- 
gage. He declared that a gold mortgage 
was unusual, and that as gold has been at 
a premium, and may be at a premium in 
future, his equity in the property would be 
affected. He sued Sadlier for the return of 
the 10 per cent. on $19,700 and for the auc- 
tioneers’ fee paid. The case was tried be- 
fore Justice Gildersleeve and a jury, and 
the Justice directed a judgment for the de- 
fendant. 

The appeal from that, decision was handed 
down by the Appellate Court yesterday, Jus- 
tices Ingraham, Rumsey, and O’Brien con- 
firming Justice Gildersleeveand Justices Van 
Brunt and Williams disenting. In the opinion 
upholding the judgment the Justices say: 
“The question is whethes/the deed ten- 
dered to the plaint:® conveyed all the prov- 
erty which the receiver undertook to sell, 
and which the pblaintill rigidiiuuy Supposcu 
he was to receive. We tnink such a title 
was tendered to the plaintiff by the receiv- 
er. The property was_sold subjéct to a 
mortgage of $16,000. The only objection 
taken to it was that the kind of money in 
which it was payable was specified. There 
was._no allegation on the complaint that the 
particular money specified was any more 
difficult to obtain than any otner Mmuuiey 
which would aischarge an orulmary Ovuil- 
gation. 

“The laws of the United States make 
gold and silver dollars legal tender. Since 
the resumption of specie payment by the 
United States, in 1879, it has been declared 
to be the policy of the Government to main- 
tain at an equality all of the various kinds 
of money made by the law legal tender for 
the payment of debts. Such having been 
the declared policy of the United States, a 
Court can hardly assume that the Govern- 
ment will reverse its policy, and, oy a re- 
pudiation of obligations, justify and approve 
a repudiation of contracts entered into in 
pursuance of its laws, relying upon its de- 
clared policy. jt 

‘*Whether the mortgage of $16,000 was 
specifically payable in silver dollars of the 
United States or gold dollars of the United 
States or legal-tender notes of the United 
States imposed no additional burden, 
so long as each was maintained vy the 
Government at an equality. The relative 
value of the metal contained in such gold 
and silver dollars may change, but the 
value of the dollar is the same so long as 
the Government keeps them at an equality.” 

In the dissenting opinion, Justice Van 
Brunt writes, and Justice Williams concurs: 
“TT dissent. When I contract .v pay for 

roperty I may pay in any legal tender. 

When I take subject to an obligation I may 
assume that I can discharge it in any kind 
of legal tender.’’ 





A Commissioner Sues for Fees. 


Commissioner Adolph Simis, Jr., President of 
the Charities Department of Brooklyn, sued An- 
drew Wissel and Edmund Wilson, who had the 
contract for removing offal from 1887 to 1892, 
for the recovery of $5,000 for legal services ren- 
dered. Mr. Simis claims that Wissel agreed to 
pay him $1,000 per year for five years if he 
procured the five vears’ contract for Wissel and 
Wilson. Mr. Simis claims that he rendered 
the services required, and- that the contract 
was awarded Jan. 26, 1892. At the time at 
which Mr. Simis claims he arranged to secure 
the contract for Wissel and Wilson he was one 
of the Commissioners of Charities... The defend- 
ants deny having entered into any such con- 
tract, but admit having paid the plaintiff $700, 
which they claim fully compensated him for the 
services rendered. A jury heard the case yester- 
day. Its verdict will be opened in court this 
morning. at

Some of the leaders over the East River do 
not allude to it as an act of swallowing, 
but call it by the milder name of coales- 
cence or amalgamation. 

Already there are a few of the leaders 
who shrink from ihe idea of being: absorbed 
by Tammany Hall, and openly declare their 
jconviction that, for a time at least, it will 
not only be feasible, but most wise and 
proper, to maintain an entirely separate and 
distinct Democratic machine organization 
in Brooklyn. Of this class of leaders is 
Edward M. Grout, who was the Mayoralty 
candidate of the regular Democratic or- 
ganization last Fall. Bernard J. York, who 
was in charge of the campaign, talked yes- 
terday in a similar strain. State Senator 
Peter H. McNulty said he was in favor of 
& distinct organization in Brooklyn. 

But to the average machine Democratic 
politician, the whole subject of consolida- 
tion is still a very touchy question, and no 
one is overanxious to talk about it. 

The Republican politicians of Brooklyn 
are also discussing the pros and cons of 
consolidation. This was indicated by the 
dinner given the other night by the friends 
of Civil Justice Jacob Neu. Mayor Wur- 
ster, in his speech, alluded to the feeling 
among machine Democrats because of the 
failure of Mr. Neu to get the regular Dem- 
ocratic nomination for the Mayoralty last 
Fall. It was a graceful compliment which 
Mayor Wurster paid to Mr. Neu, in nomi- 
natihg him for Mayor of Greater New-York, 
but his speech was not pleasant reading for 
many of the adherents of either Mr. Grout 
or Mr. Neu. Should Mr. Neu aitempt to 
spread himself over the political field of 
Greater New-York, the personal feeling en- 
gendered on his account in last Fall’s cam- 
paign is regarded as more than likely to 
be a bar to his success in ever becoming 
Mavor of the consolidated cities. 

Edward M. Grout, when asked by a re- 
porter for THE NEw-YorK TimEs if he was 
in favor, in case of consolidation, of enter- 
taining a proposition for combining the 
regular Brooklyn Democratic organization 
with Tammany Hall, said: 

“TI see no reason for such a combination at 
the outset of consolidation, unless there 
should be a change in the county lines. fWe 
will still have in Brooklyn, on this side of the 
East River, our distinct Congressional, Sena- 
torial, Assembly, County, and Judicial Con- 
ventions. There will be only one city con- 
vention, taking in the whole political terri- 
tory of Greater New-York. 

**Even so far as the. city convention to 
nominate a Mayor and city officers is con- 
cerned, I see n> reason why there should 
be any immediate consolidation of the 
Democratic organizations of New-York and 
Brooklyn. The two separate organizations 
could be. preserved, and the nominations 
for city officers of Greater New-York could 
be made in a joint convention. The poiit- 
ical organizations must follow county 
lines.”’ . 

Bernard J. York said: ‘*‘ Noman can now 
foresee what the political conditions will 
be when the consolidation of New-York and 
Brooklyn actually comes.to be a fact. The 
present bill provides for the election of a 
Mayor of Greater New-York at the election 
of 1897. There is no certainty, however, 
that the bill will not be changed in this, 
that, or the other respect. When the 
form of municipal consolidation is finally 
determined the question of the consolida- 
tion of the Democratic political forces of 
Greater New-York will have to be set- 
tled by a conference of all parties in inter- 
est in the whole of the territory. 

“As to what will be the best form of 
dealing with the political situation—that is 
@ question on which men will differ. 

“It is folly to say there should be in all 
of Greater New-York but a single regular 
Democratic organization. It will be prac- 
tically impossible for a single party organi- 
gation to manage properly the affairs of 
the party in all of the local subdivisions, 
Of course there should be some central or- 
ganization for the conduct of a municipal, 
a Mayoralty campaign. 

“Until the form of the charter of Greater 
New-York is finally determined, it is im- 
possible to tell on what lines it will be best 
to establish the political organization. The 
character of the charter will, of necessity, 
control the form of the political organiza- 
tion, and until knowledge of its character 
can, be obtained, I cannot say what form 
of political organization it would be best 
to adopt.’’ 

State Senator Michael J. Coffey said it 


was too soon for him to consider the ques- 
tion. 

State Senator Peter H. McNulty said: 
“T am strongly in favor of maintaining a 
— Democratic organization in Brook- 
yn.” 

James D. Bell said he was not ready to 
say anything definite on the subject. 





GEN. CCLLIS ON CONSOLIDATION. | 


Asks the Governor to Veto the Meas- 


ure Now Before Him, 


Gen. C. H. T. Collis, Commissioner of 
Public Works for this city, has addressed a 
long letter to Gov. Morton, in which he 
gives the reasons why, as a citizen and a 
taxpayer, he opposes the consolidation of 
3rooklyn and Staten Island with New-York 
and on account of which he asks the Gov- 
ernor to veto the bill now before him. 

Gen. Collis begins by saying that if the 
bill were sentimental in character only, he 
should be in favor of it, but because it in- 
volves very grave issues, the wisdom or un- 
wisdom of consolidation should be ascer- 
tained before any statutory declaration on 
the subject is made. 

It is admitted by Gen. Collis that con- 
solidation, once accomplished, there cannot 
be subsequent disintegration of the territo- 
ries united. For this reason: Gen. Collis 


thinks that reports by..experts should pre- 
cede the declaration of consolidation. 

The City of Brooklyn, in Gen. Collis’s 
opinion, has substantially exhausted her 
constitutional ability to borrow money, 
while New-York has still $60,000,000 of a 
margin between her debt and its constitu- 
tional limit. Moreover, the taxable valua- 
tions of Brooklyn do not keep pace with 
the increase of her debt, while those of 
New-York keep pace with all drafts on her 
credit. 

Brooklyn, according to the calculation of 
Gen. Collis, needs $10,000,000 for new street 
pavements and $5,000,000 for repairing pave- 
ments. now in use, but worn out. In addi- 
tion to this capital expenditure, the outly- 
ing streets of Brooklyn will need $400,000 
annually to keep them in repair. Long Isl- 
and City has 300 miles of streets in poor 
condition, and Richmond County has also 
streets and roads which would require a 
considerable amount to put them in fair 
condition. 

Nearly $6,000,000 is wanted for sewers in 
Brooklyn, and $12,500,000 is wanted for sew- 
ers in Staten Island. Queens County re- 
quires an expenditure of $27,800,000 for 
sewers, making for the territory which it is 
proposed to consolidate with New-York a 
total immediate expenditure of $46,220,000 
for drainage alone. While this expend\ture 
would be chargeable upon abutting prop- 
erty, the credit of the city would have to 
be given to raise the money in the first 
place, and it is doubtful, in Gen. Collis’s 
opinion, whether these liens could be re- 
covered for many years to come. 

A proper water supply for Brooklyn would 
cost from $60,000,000 to $70,000,000, without 
counting the cost of buying out the private 
companies. Staten Island will also require 
large expenditures for an adequate water 
supply. 

Gen. Collis closes his letter to the Gov- 
ernor by saying that the question of con- 
solidation should be deferred until a com- 
mission shall present a scheme of govern- 
ment and taxation which will appeal to the 
intelligence of the Legislature. 





HORSES WITH GLANDERS SHOT. 


Were in Dr. Kugler’s Care, Who Died 
from the Disease. 


Port CHESTER, N. Y., May 1.—Three 
horses from the stables of Dr. Harry Kug- 
ler, the veterinarian, who died over a week 
ago, were taken to Brooksville and shot 
last evening by order of the Board of 
Health. Dr. Kugler died from a peculiar 
disease, that completely baffled his physi- 
cians. The theory was advanced soon aft- 
er his death. that he had contracted dis- 
ease from a ‘horse he was doctoring. The 
Board of Héalth called in experts, who 
made serum..tests..for glanders on the 
horses in the. stable:.. The: three horses 
killed last night responded to the ‘test ten 
hours after the serum’ had been adminis- 
tered. 490% 

It is now certain that Dr. Kugler died 
from glanders. “The horses were_ buried 
in an isolated place, under lime and earth. 
Some of the residents of Brooksville ob- 
jected to having the horses buried there. 
‘A eonsiderable.crowd gathered, and there 
would have been trouble had not Health 
Officer C. D. Camp threatened to have any 
one arrested-who interfered in any way. 
The horses remaining in Dr. Kugler’s sta- 
bles will be closely watched. 


ARMOR PLATE TO BE _ TESTED. 





Bids for a New Lot to be Opened To- 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, ‘May 1.—The final lot of 
armor under existing contracts will be at- 
tacked next Tuesday at Bethlehem, Penn., 
when the naval.ordnance officers will wit- 
ness the test of a sample plate representing 
500 pieces of. fifteen-inch armor, intended 
for the turret of the battleship Iowa. The 
attack will be made with a ten-inch rifle. 
On the acceptance of this iot of armor, the 
Carnegie Company and the Bethlehem 
Iron Works will-have closed the contracts 
for this material and will receive the re- 
served sum held for the protection of the 
Government. . This sum amounts to about 
$100,000 in each .case. 

The bids for.a new lot of armor will be 
opened on Saturday by Capt. Sampson, the 
Naval Chief of Ordnance. He has revised 
the specifications in certain minor particu- 
lars, to meet the reasonable objections of 
the two armor-platemakers. The most im- 
portant change was that omitting ‘the re- 
quirement for a double forging process.

Charlton Lewis Gives His Views, 
Taking Up a Paper Read in Octo- 
ber Last by William P. Standen— 
What He Says on Siandard of Se- 
lection in Life Risks and the 
Question _of Strain on Business

The Actuarial Society of America convened 
in the meeting room of an up-town hotel 
yesterday, and opened the second day’s 
session of its semi-annual ‘meeting. Pres- 
ident Emory McClintock was in the chair. 

. Various papers were read and discussed, 
but the most interesting part of the pro- 


ceedings was when the society listened to 
some remarks made by Chariton T. Lewis 
on ‘a paper read by William P. Standen at 
the meeting of last October. 

Mr. Standen’s paper was entitled ‘‘ The 
Effect of Hard Times on.the Standard of 
Selection in Life Risks.” - He believes, as 
stated in his paper, that hard times, bring- 
ing financial depression and nervous anxiety 
particularly to those who are foremost in 
mercantile and financial affairs in the big 
cities, are followed by excessive mortality. 
He says, therefore, that it is dangerous 
for insurance companies to seek business 
especially, and to excess, among this class 
of leading business men, and recommends 
that it should be sought in more thinly 
populated districts, where the stress of hard 
times does not induce such tremendous 
nervous strain. , 

In discussing this paper, Mr. Lewis point- 
ed out that Mr. Standen himself recognizes 
as a “preferred class’’ the great body of 
men connected with the mercantile and 
financial interests of the larger cities. Mr. 
Lewis said: 


These men, as Mr. Standen’ shows, are 
comed by the companies as better risks than 
the majority of workingmen. Now, there must 
be some reason for this. If they are a preferred 
class it must be because they are better and 
‘stronger mentally, morally, and physically than 
their fellows. They are the flower of the com- 
munity. They are men who have fought their 
way to the front by the possession of a per- 
sonal vitality and an individual vigor over and 
above their neighbors. 

I think the author of the paper disregards this 
fact, and does not inquire what is the basis for 
making these meg a preferred class of risks. 
We must consider whether the superiority which 
has made them a preferred class more .than 
counterbalances the special influences, if such 
exist, which he has pointed out as affecting them 
in hard times. 

But, again, Mr. Standen brings no evidence to 
prove that this class is speciaily affected with 
nervous injury by hard times, On the contrary, 
there is good reason to think that hard times 
act more injuriously upon those who are less 
favorably situated in life. 

Mr. Lewis said that the whole tendency of 
civilization was to remove. worry, anxiety, 
and nervous strain and to make people 
calm, contented, and happy. This move- 
ment has its effect among the foremost 
business and commercial’ men, as among 
any others. He continued: 

I hold, therefore, that Mr. 
made out his case so as to justify his advice. 
There may be some reason for avoiding such 
risks in the larger cities in hard times, but not 
the reason given in his paper. The insurance 
companies get most benefit when they get the 
lives which, on the whole, _— the greatest 
longevity; that is, which offer the greatest re- 
sistance to all the evils of life, more especially 
to the evil of nervous strain, worry, and anxiety. 

Mr. Standen has brought forward certain sta- 
tistics .to show that -periods of depression have 
been followed invariably by increased mortality to 
the life insurance companies. This is no doubt 
true. The question is, What is the real cause? 
In my opinion this fs accounted for by two facts. 

In the first place, in hard times people cease 
to insure their lives. They can’t afford it. In the 
second place, numerous*people are unable to meet 
the payments and keep their policies going. 

The healthy ones allow their policies to lapse, 
and only those who already have the mark of 
death upon them pay their premiums. What is 
the result of this? It means that the only risks 
the insurance companies keep are the bad ones, 
Hence, of course, the death rate increases after 
a period of depression and hard times. 

Mr. Lewis’s remarks were loudly applaud- 
ed. William D. Whiting read a paper on 
“Interest Requirements in Investments 
and Mortality Costs.’’ Another paper read 
to the meeting was ‘‘ Why is the Mortality 
Experience on Endowment Policies More 
Favorable than on Life Policies?”’ 

Among those who took part in the dis- 
cussions were D. . Wells, B. J. Miller, 
Cc. H. Loveland, Charlton T. Lewis, E. P. 
Marshall, A. A. Welch,/R. W. Weeks, O. 
B. Ireland, John Tatlock, W. E. Starr, C. 
H. Jones, and J. B.. Macaulay. 

The meeting adjourned without determin- 
ing on the place and time of the society's 
next meeting.

Must Change Chinese Theatre.

Mr. Constable informed 

Chief Clerk Burrows of the Mayor's office that 

he would not approve the application until cer- 

tain alterations were made to render the struct- 

ure safer in case of fire., Until these altera- 

tions are made the theatre will remain closed. 


COMMITTEE ON VAGRANCY. 


Its Report on the Free Lodging House 
Submitted to Mayor Strong. 


The Committee on Vagrancy of the Con- 
ference of Charities yesterday submitted 
to Mayor Strong its conclusions regarding 
the experiment of establishing a lodging 
house for homeless men, which it had been 
asked to inquire into. The committee also 
made investigations into the past history of 
such lodgers as were housed, ag a basis for 
the permanent disposition of each appli- 
cant. 

The report sets forth that, there being 
no building available for a lodging house, 
a barge was hired for four months and 
fitted up to accommodate 183 lodgers night- 
ly, and was opened on March 11. The over- 
flow from the barge was accommodated in 
the dock house, but the system of bathing, 
disinfection ef clothing, and investigation 
was not applied to any except those re- 


ceived on the barge. The lodgers in the 
dock house, however, as well as those on 
the barge, were carefully questioned each 
morning after March 16 by Superintendent 
Blake. From March 11 to March 16, 3,417 
homeless men were. given lodgings on the 
barge and 1,678 on the dock. 

An important fact gleaned from the re- 
port is that 1,099—or nearly one-third—were 
men who had no claim on New-York at 
all, having been in the city less than sixty 
days. Another fact made prominent in the 
report is that 2,706, or more than three- 
fourths, were under forty years of age, and 
the personal observation of the committee 
also convinced it that these men were able- 
bodied and strong. 

In conclusion, the committee says that 
the lodging house, as an experiment, has 
been very valuable, but its members agree 
with the opinion expressed by Commis- 
sioner Faure, that it is not necessary to 
keep the lodging house open during the 
Summer months, for the following reasons: 

Humanity does not demand any such provision 
for able-bodied homeless men during the hot 
weather, unless for exceptional cases; the city 
will be saved a heavy expense by closing it; and 
one temptation to ‘‘ homeless men’’ to come to 
this city to live in idleness will be removed. 

In order to provide for the exceptional cases, 
the Charity Organization Society has offered to 
continue to supply the Commissioners of Charities 
and the Captains of Police Precincts during the 
months of June, July, August and September 
with, tickets for lodgings at its Wayfarers’ 
Lodge. 

The committee recommends, in view of 
this offer, that the City Lodging House be 
closed from June 1 to Oct. 1, and points out 
the importance of providing some institu- 
tion for the training in industry and habits 
of steady work of the large number of 
young and middle-aged vagrants who are 
growing up in the city, and suggests that a 
farm school on Long Island, where they 
could be sent, instead of going to the Work- 
house, as at present, and where they could 
be taught country work, would be the best 
means of helping them to escape the de- 
‘grading, wandering life they are adopting.

Could Not Punish Motorman. 


Acting under the instructions of Mayor Wur- 
ster, Superintendent McKelvey of Brooklyn has 
ordered the police to arrest all motormen whose 
cars are run faster than the prescribed speed. 
Motorman Joseph Laskow was arrested Thurs- 
day for operating a car faster than the law al- 
lows. He was arraigned before Justice Walsh 
yesterday, and was discharged, as the Justice 
seid there is no provision in the trolley speed 
ordinance for the punishment of motormen.

An Interesting Paper Read by Miss 
Cynthia Westover—She Tells of 
the First Paved Street in the City, 
the First Schoolmaster, and the 

Fitst Church—Some Dutch Laws—

Professional Woman’s League list- 
“firsts”’’ at its 
regular’ weekly 
noon. 

Miss Cynthia Westover read the paper 
of the day, a series of side lights upon the 


history of New-York City which she has 
found from time te time among. old records 
and deeds. : 

“I haye always been interested in. be- 
ginnings;’”’ she told the league yesterday, 
“and in going through old papers in the 
Custom House I have come across inter- 
esting facts .a little outside the line of 
general history. They were sometimes 
written along the sides of documents, and 
in such a fine hand that it was almost. im- 
possible to make them out. These facts 
I have jotted down from time to time, and 
this paper is the result.” 

The paper began with the early settlers 
dwelling in bark cabins and log cabins, 
with roofs of straw, chimneys of wood, 
and windows of oiled paper, and was con- 
tinued chronologically up to the. organiza- 
tion of the Professional Woman's League. 
Miss Westover is a member of the league, 
and league members always extend their 
body the courtesy of honorable mention at 
all times. . 

The first sale Miss Westover catalogued 
was that of Manhattan Island, for the 
“immense amount of $24” in trinkets. The 
first schoolmaster, a Dutchman, came over 
from Holland in 1633, and in 1642 the first 
church, a little stone building, was erected 
at a cost of $1,000. . 

“The first hotel,” she said, “‘ was a tav- 
ern called the Staadt Herberg. There was 
such squabbling for a position near the 
church or tavern that it was necessary to 
make a law about squatting, as it was 
called. The result was that the first deed 
recorded was in 1643 for a lot 30 by 100 feet, 
which sold for $9.50. This was in one of the 
preferred positions, or it would not have 
brought this great sum of money, for lots 
were freely given away to any one who 
would build a cabin in the town. 

“Business became ‘booming’ about this 
time, and with an occasional ship coming 
in from the Old World it was thought 
worth while to put up the first wharf in 
1648. Part of it was destroyed one night 
by fire, and as several cabins had also 
been destroyed in tne same way, the twelve 
retail merchants in the place thought it 
best to have some protection. The first 
Fire Department was then organized—four 
men, whose business it was to inspect the 
chimneys of the whole city once a week. 

“These dealers, to insure prompt payment 
and general fair dealing from their cus- 
tomers, put their affairs in the hands of 
one Dick Van Schelluyne, who knew some- 
thing of law. This gentleman, who was 
the first lawyer in the country, hung out 
his shingle in 1650. There were town rules 
to be enforced, for notice was sent out 
that ‘all persons who were absent from 
the city four months lost their burgher 
ights.’ This satisfactory law obliged the 
fur traders to visit the town at least three 
times a year. 

“The town’ was surveyed and officially 
laid out for the first time in 1656. Traffic 
was now on 17 streets, on which were 
situated 120 houses, and it was cut up so 
badly in rainy weather that walking was 
difficult. A bright Englishman decided to 
pave the street in front of his lot. This 
was Stone Street, the first paved street in 
the city. It is still called by that name. 

“A new ordinance about this time was 
considered of importance. ‘Hogs running 
at large must have rings in their noses.’ "’ 

**I wish that ordinance was in force now,” 
whispered a league woman to her neighbor, 
with facetious emphasis. 
‘At a very swell wedding,’ Miss West- 
om@r continued, ‘‘ the bride, a philanthropic 
woman, introduced the first poorboxes, and 
the guests dropped in money for her poor. 
The bride went to live in a very’fine house 
on Stone Street, for which the bridegroom 
paid $27 a year. 

‘“* A Dutchman, in 1660, established a brick 
yard and built the first brick house. He 
put it up on property near the Bowery 
given to him by a man working on. Water 
Street, who was afraid to ride over the 
two miles to it through a dense forest 
after dark. This same Dutchman excitedly 
called the Magistrate a blockhead one day. 
There was great commotion, and a new law 
was made: ‘It is punishable to call Mag- 
istrates blockheads on account of adverse 
decisions.’ 1 

“The Dutchman, in looking later for a 
blacksmith, whose services he needed, found 
him hanging to a tree on the banks of 
Collect Pond, where the Tombs now stands. 
The first suicide recorded was that of a 
man, not a woman, as has been stated.”’ 

Miss Westover’s paper was long and in- 
teresting. There were also recitations by 
Miss Bertha Willsea and music by Mrs. 
Du Mond and Mrs. Haswin. 








JUSTICE LEMON’S PATRONAGE GRAB.

Place a Worth 


The first official act of Justice Andrew 
Lemon, who took his seat yesterday morn- 
ing on the bench of ihe Ewen Street 
Police Court, Brooklyn, was to remove 
trom office Chief Clerk Mortimer C, Earl, 
a Democrat and Union veteran, and to ap- 
point George E. England, a Worth Repub- 
lican, whose record as a ward politician 
and political dependent is well known. This 
grab for spoils is in line with the policy 
that has been pursued by the Republicans 
since they secured office through the elec- 
tion of Mayor Wurster, and did not cause 
much surprise. In fact, it was expected. 
Justice Lemon was appointed by the grace 
of Mayor Wurster, Controller Palmer, and 
Auditor Sutton. Controller Palmer, 
who an outspoken spoilsman, was de- 
termined to vote for no man who would 
not appoint George E. England Chief Clerk 
in place of’ Mr: Earl, and in making the 
change in the court staff, Justice Lemon 
simply did what he was expected to do. 

Mr. Earl will not. relinquish his office 
without a fight,-up-to the Court of Appeals, 
and he has retained Luke D. Stapleton to 
bring quo warranto proceedings against 
Justice Lemon to compel him to reinstate 
him. Mr. Earl’s counsel claims that being/ 
a veteran, his client is exempt from re- 
moval, except for cause. Mr. England, on 
the contrary, is subject to the civil service 
laws, because they were extended to cover 
court clerkships. while Mr. Earl was in 
office, and Mr. England’s appointment is 
considered illegal from any point, because 
Mr. Earl’s successor should be selected 
after a competitive civil service examina- 
tion. In failing to comply with this rule, 
Justice Lemon has violated the law. If 
Clerk Earl has been illegaily removed he 
can sue for heavy damages under the Vet- 
eran act.

HE NAMED MR. ROOSEVELT 





RE-ELECTED PRESIDENT ON MR, 
PARKER’S MOTION. 


The Nomination Caused Surprise on 


the Part of the Other Commis« 
Sioners, and There Was a Ques« 
tion About the Expiration of Term 
—Standing Committees Again Ap« 
pointed—New Uniform Adopted for 
the Men of the Mounted Squad. 


After all the routine business of the Po- 
lice Board had been disposed of yesterday, 
Commissioner Parker, to the surprise of 
everybody, moved to re-elect Commission- 
er Roosevelt President of the board: He 
Said: “It being the 1st of May, it de- 


volves upon us to elect a President of the 
board. I move that we now proceed with 
the election.” 

Mr. Parker’s colleagues looked around 
with amazement, and the question once 
arose whether this was the prgfer time 
to proceed. Mr. Roosevelt thought his time 
did not expire until next week. Commis- 
sioner Andrews said Mr. Roosevelt’s year 
would not expire until then, and that the 
election should be postponed. 

Commissioner Parker responded that the 
law settled that question, and Col. Kipp 
was requested to read the act. It pro- 
vided for the election of the President of 
the board “immediately after the expira- 
tion of his yearly term.” 

Col. Grant said he agreed that was right, 

as he had already read the law, but he 
said he questioned whether he could cast a 
vote, as his term as Commissioner, he un- 
derstood, expired at noon. 
“Oh, no,” said Commissioner Parker; 
you are a hold-over, and you can vote.” 
Messrs. Andrews and Roosevelt re-echoed 
Commissioner Parker’s remarks. 

It was evident then that Mr. Parker’s 
colleagues had no desire to proceed with 
an election for President of the board at 
this time. He observed this indisposition on 
their part, and smiled as he said: 

Well, I am satisfied that I am right, 
and the law has settled itu, I now move 
that Mr. Roosevelt be re-elected President 
of the board, to succeed himself.” 

Profound silence followed this motion, and 
a look of relief spread over the features 
ef the other Commissioners. Without any,’ 
more ade they proceeded with the elec- 
tion. Commissioner Grant setonded the 
motion, and when the question was put 
Mr. Parker voted ‘* Aye!” as heartily as 
his fellow-members on the board, and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was re-elected for a sec- 
ond term. 

Col. Grant then moved the -ye-election of 
Major Andrews as Treasurer of the board. 
He was elected, and at Mr. Parker’s suge 
gestion the committees, which, he declared, 
were working harmoniously and satisface 
tc were retained for another year. 
hese are the standing committees: Elec- 
tions—Parker, Grant, and Andrews; Pene« 
sions—Parker and Grant; Repairs and Sup- 
plies—Grant and Andrews; Rules and Dis- 
cipline--Grant and Parker. The President 
is an ex-officio ‘member of all committees, 

The Commissioners adopted a new uni- 
form for mounted policemen. The present 
uniform has yellow braid trimming, and, 
according to Mr. Roosevelt’s idea, makes 
the men look like bandmasters. 

The new uniform is of the regulation 
blue cloth, with black silk braid trimming. 
The blouse has two rows of buttons set 
widely apart, and running from, the two 
shoulders to the lower edge of the coat. 
Interlacings of black silk braid figure the 
front of the blouse. The chevrons and 
service stripes are made of the same ma- 
terial, but of a darker shade than the 
{ itself. The trousers have a strip 
of the silk braid about an inch wide run- 
ning down each side. Al]l. the Commis- 
sioners agreed ‘that the new. uniform -was 
handsome, and adopted it, subject to a 
slight change in the Roundsman’s blouse.

Why, I have’ scate- 
tered them to the winds. There must ba 
treachery afoot! 

(Enters company of soldiers, followed by, 
the Dominican and an officer.) ; 
Dominican. There is your prisoner. The 

other One is dead. (Throws back his hood, 

shows himself as Mehee de la Touche.) £ 
promised you, captain, that I would never 
forget. 

Madeleine. My _ cousin! 

Officer. Surrender, Citizen Georges! 

Cadoudal. (Giving up his sword.) I sure 
render. 

Madeleine. (While their attention is occu- 
pied, draws a pistol from her belt.) They 
shall take me with you, Georges! And for 
you, good cousin, you shall not go without 
the wage of treachery! (Shoots Mehee, 
who falls dead on the spot.) 

(Amid the age pale start, Madeleine puts 
her hand in Cadoudal’s.)

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS, 


CHICAGO, May 1.—Delivery day on May wheat 
was signalized by a slump in prices which came 
dangerously near the proportions of a disastrous 
break. The market was encompassed by weak- 
ness all through the session, but it was not until 
the last half-hour that the decline became im- 
portant. The deliveries, which were very large, 
being variously estifhated between 2,000,000 and 
3,000,000 bushels, were mainly responsible for the 
enervation. Most of this wheat found its way 
back into the hands of the elevator people, but 
there was a good proportion of it handed out to 
people who owned it by reason of their holdings 
in May, but who did not really want it, and were 
therefore constrained to liquidate. If there had 
been any news of a bullish character received 
perhaps these parties would have carried it for 
a while, but the absence of anything encouraging 
prompted immediate sales. The weather in the 
Northwest was improving, and seeding operations 
were reported to be progressing fairly well. The 
information on Winter wheat was also all, that 
could be desired. Foreigners offers 
on the ground that our prices were altogether 
too high. Liverpool cables were quiet and 
steady. Paris was unchanged, while Antwerp 
and Berlin were slightly higher. Receiptg-in the 
Northwest were 486 cars, against 342 last Friday 
and 493 a year ago.
